THE TARIFF BILL IN HAND 


SENATORS AGAIN DISOUSSING 
THEIR OWN MEASURE. 
CONSIDERABLE PROGRESS MADE—THE 
REPUBLICANS GOING ON RECORD— 
MR. QUAY’S COMMITTEE AT WORK. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Some progress in 
~disposing of the Tariff bill was made by the 
Senate, to-day and the efforts of the Demecrats 
to have the responsibility of the Republicans 
forthe Senate substitute plainly understood 
were entirely successful. Mr. Harris began 
these efforts on the part of the Democrats by 
moving to lay upon the table the entire substi- 
tute for the Mills bill reported frem the Senate 
committee. He did so, he said,in order to test 
the sense of the Senate, and he called for a yea 
and nay vote. Mr. Turple astonished both 
parties by asking that the amendment, which 
was, of course, the entire substitute, be read 
“for information.” Various Senators suggested 
that this was hardly the right thing to do, and 
then Mr. Turpie learned to his own surprise 
thathe was not calling, as he thought, fora 
two or three line amendment. 

After the Indiana Senator had had the situa- 
tion explained to him by three Senators, he 

withdrew his request and the roll was ealled. 
The responses were listened to with some ixter- 
est, for there had beer some rumors afloat to 
the effect that Mr. Brown and Mr. McPherson 
were likely to vote with the Republicans. This 
gossip turned out to be not well founded, for 
Mr. MoPherson went with his party, and the 
Georgia Senator was absent he result was 
the defeatof Mr. Harris’s motion by a strict 
party vote, the figures being 19 to 26. Mr. Ed- 
munds was paired with Mr. Pugh, who. was not 
in thejohamper,but he voted against the motion, 
and afterward explained that he did so be- 
cause he thought he heard Mr. Pugh vote. 

After the Kepublicans had thus been placed 
squarely on record the reading of the bill by 
sections for amendment was begun, the internal 
revenue seetions — tirst reached. Mr. 
Vapce proposed to reduce the minimum of 
tax rebate allowed on tobscco, cigars, &c., on 
which the tax had been paid when the bill went 
into effect from $10 to $5. The Republicans 
defeatead the amendment without wasting time 
in debate. 

When the sections taking off the taxes on al- 
cohol used in the urtse were reached, Mr. Sher- 
man told the Senate, as he had dene last Sum- 
mer, that he had grave doubts about tne prac- 
ticability of the proposed legislation. The ob- 

ect of the sections was a good one, but however 
arsh and severe the penalties might be, he did 
not think they oould be successfully applied. 
He waa, however, willing to let the experiment 
be tried, although before the bill was 
tinally disposed ot he proposed to 

offer some amendments te the alceho) sections. 
Mr. Harris gave notice that be would do the 
samo, and then Mr. Vance proposed several 
amendmerts to the internal revenue features of 
the bill, only to see them knocked down, one 
after another, by the Repulicans. His amend- 
ment providing fer the abolition of minimum 
— for violations of internal revenue 
aws was lost by a party vote of 17 to 2%, as 
was also his proposal that no warrant for the 
arrest of an internal revenue offender should 
lgsue except upon the aflidavit of an Internal 
Revenue Collector, Deputy Collector, er agent. 
The Republicans also *‘sat down” upon his 
proposition that persons arrested for violating 
internal revenue laws sheuld be taken before 
a United States Commissioner in the county 
where arrested or the nearest to that county. 
They did the same with Mr. Vance’s amend- 
ment to permit the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, with the approval of the Secretary ef 
the Treasury, to compromise any civil er crim- 
inal case under the internal revenue laws, and 
to reduce or remit fines, and with his proposal 
to relieve distillers of fruit brandy from all the 
provisions of the law, except those relating to 
taxes, 

The North Carolina Senator kept on offering 
amendments and putting the other side on rec- 
ord against them until finally he succeeded in 
baving passed without a divisionan amendment 
providing that when the health or life of a pris- 
oner under the internal revenue laws was en- 
dangered by clese confinement the Judge might 
issue an order providing for hisreasonable com- 
fort and well-being. 

Mr. Vance stopped after seeing this adopted, 
and the chemical products schedule was taken 
u The Clerk had read only afew lines when 
r. McPherson took the fluor and declared that 
no allowance had been made in this schedule 
for the tax on aloohoi remitted by the preceding 
sections. The result was simply te give an ad- 
ditional bounty to the manufacturers of chemic- 
al products containing alceho)]. Mr. McPher- 
son branched out into @ Warm attack upen the 
free alcohol idea as caleulated to open the door 
to all sorts of frauds upon theinterual revenue, 
and he meved to lay these sections upon the 
table. 

Both Mr. Allison and Mr. Aldrich defended 
the alcohel provigions, and then Mr. Dawes 
tried in vain to get Mr. McPherson to say what 
hej would do if he had to fase the alternative 
of an abelishment ofthe proteetive system or 
the internal revenue taxes. Mr. Dawes 
asserted that fer his parthe would vote for the 
abolition of the internal revenue, and thus 
placed himself on the Republican platform. 
When the vote was taken on Mr. McPhersen’s 
tabling motion the 24 Republicans present, in- 
cluding Mr. Sherman, answered ‘ No,” and as 
there were only 17 Demecrats present to vote 
for the motion it was beaten out of sight. Then 
the 10 pages of items in the chemical schedule 
were rattled off without discussion or propesed 
amendments, and the bill was dropped until to- 
morrow. 

The treatment of the bill thus far indicates 
that there will be more discussion and more 
amendments offered after the measure is re- 
ported frem the Committee of the Whole than 
in that committee. At the present rate of prog- 
ress the measure ought to be finished in com- 
mittee by the time the boliday recess is taken, 
leaving the final struggle over the bill to come 
after New Year's.

@Secretary Fairchild was not surprised to find 
te-day in a leading protectionist newspaper 
published in New-York an editorial based upon 


his anrnual report, and as full of absurdities as 
an egg is full of meat. The Secretary is ac- 
cused of a “deliberate purpose” to *‘ work the 
figures into correspondence with his figures of 
a year ago;” of ‘‘vaunting himself;” of " jug- 
gling with figures;” with “a desire to make this 
surplus seem as big as possible;” with *‘deceit, 
disingepueusness, oversight,” and with “ hay- 
ing doctored the table of reeeipts and expend- 
iture for 1888 in order to produee on 
paper a huge eurplus,”’ all of which 
Btrikes the Secretary as very distressing 
to the man who wrote the criticism. But Mr. 
Fairchild says that the facts and figures com- 
pelled him to overlook the anxiety ef such crii- 
ics to have the figures ‘‘doctored” so as to rep- 
resent the surplus as less formidable and men- 
acing than it is. The keenest sensibility ap- 
pears te be aroused because the surplus revenue 
is even greater than it was expected to 
be by $6,000,000, while the surplus for the vear 
was almost identically what he had reported it 
would be in his last estimates. ~ 

The principal cause of complaint against the 
Secretary inthe mindof this pretectionist is 
that he has departed from the practice of Sec- 
retaries McCulloch and Manning in not eharac- 
terizing the sinking fund as an ‘ordinary ex- 
penditure.” Whether it is or is not an “ or- 
dinary expenditure,” itcomes out of the sur- 
plus revenue. Secretary Sherman, in his re- 
ports for 1880 and 1881, and Secretary Folger, 
in 1882 and 1883, did not regard the applica- 
tion of surplus for the sinking fund as an ‘‘or- 
dinary expenditure.” It was not until Secretary 
McCulloch was induced, through the whim of a 
subordinate, to treat the sinking fund pro- 
vision as an “ordinary expenditure” that it 
was 80 scheduled, Mr. Fairchild returned to 
the practice of Folger, Sherman, and their 
predecessors. 

Secretary Fairchild is also eriticised for revis- 
ing, or, a8 the critica says,‘ doctoring” his esti- 
mates, after a lapse of ayear. This, he says, 
was.compelled by facts and figures. That the 
revision should show his estimates to have been 
excessive as to the receipts and expenditures 
for 1889 was not at °1l unreasonabie, nor does 
it necessarily prove “juggling.” In 1880 8ecre- 
tary Sherman estimated that the surplus for the 
foliowing year weuld be $90,000,000; it was 
$100,000,000. In 1881 he estimated that the 
surplus in the fiscal year would be $130,006,- 
000; it rose to $166,000,000. In 1882 he esti- 
mated a surplus of $120,000,000 for 1883, and 
the surplus was $132,000,000, Mr. Folger also, 
in 1883, estimated that the receipts from eus- 
toms would be $234,000,000. They were only 
$214,000,000, 

The Secretary of the Treasury, as a matter of 
fact, has nothing more to do with the making 
up of the Treasury figures than, say, the editor 
of the New-York Sui. Under 8herman, Folger, 
McCulloch, Manning, Fairchild, the estimates 
of receipts and expenditures have been pre- 
pared by Mr. W. F. MacLennan, Chief of the 
Warrant Division, a gentleman whose accu- 
racy, composure, and good general business 
qualities have deservedly won for him the re- 
spect of all of the Seeretaries he has asaisted in 
administering the aifairs ef the Department. 
He looked ever the criticism of the Secretary 
that bas been referred to, and laying it down 
with a smile, be only condescended to answer: 
“The man who made that is an ass.’

The remittance to the South of a tax 
they did not pay gives them no gratification. 
They may insist upon the cotton tax refund, 
with deductions to the amount of the direct tax 
not paid. I[fthey could maintain that position 
they would undoubtedly be glad to help put 
through both propositions. 


Those Republican papers that have been wor- 
rying about a plot to deprive the Republican 
Party of a majority in the Fifty-first Congress 
ought to be made aware that there are some 
Democrats here who still insist that the Heuse 
will be tied.

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O’BRIEN’S MEN TALK BACK 


THE IRISH MUST NOT DIOKER, 
KNICOKERBOCKERS MAY. 
LIVELY SPEECHES IN THE TEMPLES OF: 
REPUBLICANISM—EIGHTH DISTRICT 

DELEGATES EXPELLED. 

Some tenants were evicted from the tem- 
ple of Republicanism last night. They were 
people who have their homesin the pleasant 
Eighth Assembly District of this olty, but who 
have resorted to the temple for business pur- 
poses, They are O’Brienites by title and meney 
changers and palmers. Coin clipping seems to 
have been their offense—the clipping of coin 
sent out by the other occupants of the temple, 
who form what is known as the Repub- 
lican County Committee. So the other 
occupants rose up in wrath and cast them out 
of the edifice. They went out uttering revilings 
and throwing great handfuls of mud on the 
tempile’s walls and on their most energetic pur- 
suers. On the ;thresheld they staid a moment 
and shouted eut that when the Republican 


County Committee wanted somebody eise’s coin 
to be clipped as in the past it would send for 
the O’Brienftes. 

The meeting of the County Committee that 
preceded the eviction was very interesting. 
it hight have been much more so but that po- 
licemen stood at the sop nigle gates and kept 
out some ofthe populace who were in sympathy 
with the O’Brienites. It was presided over by 
Col. 8 V. 8. Cruger, a very large quantity of 
whese coin was clipped, but it was run by 
Solon B. Smith, a magistrate who is reputed to 
be much interested in coin elipping, and 
who is said by the O’Brienites to be 
actuated by mere jealeusy of them. He 
presented a resolution tixing the third Thurs- 
day night of each month, Se Sy, J July and 
August, as the meeting time of the County Com- 
mittee hereafter. This was adopted. and then 
he presented a resolution that authority be 
given for the calling of primaries for the elec- 
tion of delegates to a Senatorial Oonvention in 
the Sixth District. Thie irritated ex-Police 
Commissioner Joel W. Mason, wao insisted that 
the meeting was only ealled to deal with the 
O’ Brienites. @was overruled. The resolution 
was adopted, and then, on motion of Mr. Smith, 
® beautiful blue banner, paid for by Col. Oru- 
ger, Was presented tothe Fifteenth Assembly 
organization as the one that had shown the 
greatest percentage of gain in votes since 1887. 

Mr. Smith had been slewly working up to the 
case of the O’Brienites. Now he had cleared 
the way, so he presented the following report, 
and recommendation that the O’Brienites be 
evicted: 

NEW-YORK, Dec. 4, 1888. 
To the Republican County Committee: 

Article VIII. of the constitution of the Repub- 
lican County Committee provides that “ the Execu- 
tive Cominittee shall have the general mapagement 
of the affairs of the County Committee, and shall 
endeaver to secure and maintain the efficient organ- 
ization of the party in the city and to procure a full 
and honest vole at all elections.” $ 

Your Executive Committee, having considered 
the report of its sub-committees. to whom was in- 
trusted the detail of the management of the cam- 
paign, on the condition of the Republican organiza- 
tion in the Eighth Assembly District, and being 
satisfied that the entire Republican ticket was not 
loyally supported at’the election of Nov. 6, conclude 
that radical measures of discipline must be 
adopted in order to maintain the efficiency of 
the organization in the city. In accordance 
with the provisions of article I. of the consti- 
tution, we recommend that the County Committee 
abolish the existing Kepublican organization in the 
Eighth Assembly Districty and that the delegates 
to the County Committee from said district be ex- 
pelled and that their names be stricken from the. 
roll. We further recommend that no new enroll- 
ment be ordered by this committee, but that a reor- 

anization of the district be referred to the County 
Sommittee to be elected next month, 

It should be borne in mind that this is not the 
first offense on the part of the Eighth District. The 
organization having beer found guilty of treachery 
last year, a new enrollment was ordered. Mr. 
Brien and severa: of his friends did not enrel), 
and are not now members of the Republican organ- 
ization, yet they abselutely control its action 
through their representatives. 

This report is signed by a majority of all the mem- 
bers of said Executive Committee, representing ac 
least 18 Assembly districts, and representing also a 
majority of all the delegates elected to the County 
Committee as required by Article I. of the consti- 


tution.

When Solon B, Smith had moved the adoption 
of the recommendation, bold Jehn E, Brodsky, 
the Chairman of the indicted eommittee, took 
the platform. He sorted a lot of papers, gave 
instructions te a stenogragher to put down 
everything he said, sothat he might not be lied 
aboutafter he had gone outof the tair tem- 
ple of Republicanism, and then boldly moved to 
amend the report of the Executive Committee 
providing for the appoiatment of a committee 
of tive to investigate the conduct of the County 
Campaign Committee and of all the District 
Committees, and especially to inquire into the 
failure of the Feurth and Sixth District Com- 
mittees to loyally support Joel B. Erhardt ter 
Mayor and Julius. Schwartz for Congress; of 
the Twenty-first District Cemmittee to loyally 
suppert candidates, inasmuch as they had 
traded Harrison for Miller, Cruger for anybody, 
James A. Blanchard for Ernest H. Crosby, D. 
M. Hildreth for Roswell P. Flower, and for sup- 
porting Abram 8. Hewitt and Walton Storm, 
Democrats, 

This proposition was greeted with expressiens 
of wonder by most of Mr. Brodsky’s hearers. 
But be did not heed the slight confusion caused 
by some disturbed Republicaus yelling at him, 
and some others yelling for fair play. He went 
on te read his speech. The Eighth District, he 
said, had loyally supported Harrison and Mor- 
ton—more leyally than any other district, in 
fact. Its voters had not chipped any of their 
currency. To prove this, he read a record 
of the votes in the various districts show- 
ing that the Kigbth Distriet had given Harrison 
and Morton a plurality of 876 vetes, or 102 
more than the plurality ef 1884. One other 
district had gained 19 votes over its plurality 
in 1884, anda third 17, but the Eighth District 
Republicans had takento themselves 63 per 
eent. of the increase in the total vete since 
1884. One other district had saptured 50 per 
cent., but most of them had fallen far below 
that. As for the State ticket the statement 
of the report that it had only fairly 
supported it was untrue. It had been mere 
than fairly supported coasidering the circum- 
atances. The Eighth was Jargely a German dis- 
trict, and much given to liquor. There were 
750 liquor dealers in it, and they were not in 
love with Mr. Miller, yet it had dene weli for 
him, a8 compared with what was done ior him 
in the Fourth, Sixtk, and Tenth Districts. 
As for Col. Cruger, the candidate for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, he had run far pehind 
Mr. Miller in up-town districts, the Twenty-tirst 
for instance. In the Eighth he had been beaten 
by only 136 votes, while Hill beat Miller by 
over 300. If Mr. Miller had been content to 
run On the national issues, Republican voters 
iu the Eighth would have been more numerous, 
But the liquor dealers were aroused against 


im. 

For himself, Mr. Brodsky said,, he did all he 
could for the benefit of the Republican Party. 
He had redeemed his promises. He had no 
wicked partners. He had no sueh defense as 
that tomake. He was responsible politically 
for the results inthe Eighth District. He ao- 
cepted the respenaibility. He did as well for 
Erhardt a8 he could do and better than other 
leaders did. He went over the tigures to show 
that there were peculiar losses of votes in 
various other districts. Hedid not propose to 
have 1t go out that the Eighth District people 
were the only wicked people in the city. 

Then Mr. Brodsky made a sweeping charge of 
wiekedness against local Republicans that 
made mest of"his hearers groan. “I charge,” 
he cried, ‘‘that Joel B. Erhardt was not put up 
in good faith, He was not put up to be loyally 
supported. He was to be a political martyr.” 

Hisses and demands that Brodsky be put eut 
ef the edifice drowned some of his remarks, but 
he kept en Without a tremor in his voice. - 

‘I charge that only 10 days before his nomi- 
nation Col. Erhardt asked gentlemen to vote for 
Mr. Abram 8S. Hewitt. This accounts, perhaps,,) 
for the kindly remarks of Mr, Hewitt about him, 
and for that gentleman’s practical pledge to 
appoint him to a Commiassionership after 
he was re-elected. But the plan to sae- 
rifice Mr. Erhardt was somewhat interfered 
‘with by the fact that the nowspapers took up 
his candidacy so favorably. Yetin the Execu- 
tive Committee Col. Bliss said that the man who 
was nominated must permit bimself to be saeri- 
ficed, and added: ‘Johnny Bredsky cannot 
be blamed if hé6 should make votes for the 
national tieket et the experse of the local 
ticket,’ whereat Judge Patterson, who sat by 
Taised his band in holy horrer and cried: ‘Good 
God, €elonel, you must not say that and let it 
got out.’” 

Mr. Brodsky having got warmed up, now wert 
for the other leaders, and poured some hot shot 
into Messrs. Jacobus and Smith. Jaeobus, he 
pointed ont, got a big vote, while other candi- 
dates ran behind in his distriet. Smith gon- 
ducted a three-cornered fight, and the figures 
showed some peculiar features. Mr. Brodsky 
read a letter which informed him that the 
Repubileans in the Twentieth, Twenty-frat, and 


‘ 


Twenty-second Districts peddled Roswell P, 
Flewer’s tickets, and said to people who asked 
fer Hildreth’s tickets: ‘“ Hildreth’s in the 
soup.” Mr. Smith of the Twentieth objected 
to the reading of the letter, and 
Jonn H. Gunner of the MTwenty-second 
became very angry and wanted to talk. 
But Mr. Brodsky went on and remarked that 
, the principle were that the district should be 
isoiplined that was most successful in not 
supporting the ticket, the Eighth would not be 
touehed. The object ef all that was doing, in 
and out of the county, was to get rid of 
O’Brien. O’Brien was not a member of the 
committee, but if he chose to be a member 
of the next committee he coulda not be prevent 
ed: Diokering was now denounced, yet dicker- 
ing was the basis of the local Republiean Party. 
All the offices held by Republicans had beer got 
by it. The real motive of the present treuble 
was jealousy of O’Brien. Jealous men 
wanted to get rid of him. They might 
put him and his friends out of the 
Republican organization, but they could net 
disband them. They could not get along with- 
out them. ‘In a year you will call for our 
aid,’ Mr. Bredsky prophesied. 

Elihu Root made an earnest speech in reply 
to Mr. Brodsky. Ho said recriminations did not 
answer the charges made against the Eighth 
District. Some others might have been faith- 
less. If that were so they could be dealt with 
in turn. For the time the representatives of 
5,000 Republicans of the Eighth District were 
arraigned for treachery—as men who broke the 
trust put im them, men whose lips were soiled 
with false premises, and their censciences 
seared with the desire for personal gain. They 
were not defending themselves in good faith. 
They were seeking to emulate Samson, whe 
tore down the temple as he went out to die. If 
he (Mr. Root) understood the hopes of the Re- 
publican Party toward men whose palms 
were crosesd by the money of its trai- 
torous enemies they would go eut to 
politieal death, but the fair temple 
of Republicanism would stand after them. They 
bad been forgiven more than onee. The end 
haa come, Through them Republicans had lost 
faith in the party. If they were not driven eut 
to die, if the seal of disapproval was not put 
upon their methods, the party must rank with 
them in dishonesty. If, as Mr. Brodsky said, 
the Republican Party eould not organize the 
Eighth District effectively without O’Brien Mr. 
Root was in favor of orgunizingit with only two 
Republicans not subject to O’Brien. 

Ex-Alderman George Krause then took the 
stand, avowed himself an O’Brienite against the 
world, and baited his hearers until some of them 
fairly foamed at the mouth. He charged that 
the Eighth District had net gotfair play. It had 
not an fa pet toovercome charges. A full 
inquiry had not been made. “You did 
not say before election,” he shouted, 
swinging his arms until he strained the 
buttons of his coat and waistceat, ‘‘you fdid not 
say before election that you could do without 
John J. O’Brien. I know that the National, 
State, and County Committees all called on kim, 
asking him to take charge of the election. He 
was @ Republican when it was worth a man’s 
life to be a Republican in the Eighth 
District. What is the object of disciplining 
the Eighth District? It the 876 plurality it 
gave to Harrison had been given to Cleveland 
no attempt would be made to get rid of O’Brien. 
If his name was Schuyler Livingston; or some- 
thing else aristocratic, you would net want to 
get rid of him. [{Hisses and cries of ‘** Put 
him out.”) . But no, he is John J. O’Brien, 
bern ef Irish parents, and the Republicar Party 
wants to get rid of him. [More hisses.] In the 
course of the campaign the word came from the 
National Committee, ‘Anything for Harrison,’ 
and en election day we acted on that word.” 

‘*T am authorized te say that that statement 
is not correct,” cried Col. George Bliss. 

Mr. Krause briefly paid his respects to Col. 
Bliss, and then went on: “ Four years ago the 
Democratic Party won and thoughtit had got 
into power for all time. It lost its head, 

just as you people are losing your 
heads. I conclude now, and it’s a happy mo- 
ment of my life when I ask you to expel me.” 
He went off the platform ina storm of hisses, 
but he did not appear tv be anneyed by them. 

Justice Smith moved the previous question, to 
stop the speechmaking, and a vote was taken 
on Mr. Brodsky’s proposed amendment to the 
report and resolution of expulsion. The amend- 
ment was defeated, and then the roll was called 
to ascertain if two-thirds of the cemmit- 
tee were in favor of expulsion. The dele- 
gates who veted against the expulsion 
were Mauriee J. Hyland and P. H. McGrane of 
the Second District, A. 8. Resenthal of the 
Fourth, F. W. Brodsky of the Twelfth, A. B. 
Dayton of the Thirteenth, J. Farrell of the 
Fifteenth, G. W. Wanamaker of the Sev- 
entcenth, George E. Best, E. G. Cronin, 
8. H. Randall, J. G. Boyd, E. BR. Lyon, 
L. Messing, and A. Caldwell of the Nineteentn, 
and 8. E. Cummings and L. 8. Dewey of the 
Twenty-third. Mr. Brodsky and his indicted 
associates were too modest to vete on their own 
ease. Bernard J. Biglin and his followers of the 
Eighteenth District kept mute when their 
names were called. Ex-Poliee Commis- 
sioner Jeel W. Mason refused to vote 
because he thought the meeting was irregular, 

because seme things had been done atit that 
were not mentioned in the call There were 
311 votes cast, 295 being in favorof expulsion 
and 16 against it. 

The meeting closed in an orderly fashion, not- 

withstanding that many of the delegates were 
very much incensed against Messrs. Bredsky 
and Krause. There were a number of Eighth 
District Republicans with those frank gentle- 
men. 
All through the Eiehth District, from the 
Bowery to Nerfoik-street and from Stanton to 
Division streets, there was much talk last night 
asinong “the boys” over the action of the 
County Committee. The newe got down there 
early, and was received with mingled feelings 
of surprise and disgust, The sentiment ameng 
the O’Brien Legion was that the party 
had not done the “square thing’ by 
Johnny.” They regard the knock-down blow 
jin fact as @ base piece of ingratitude. “It’s a 
dirty shame, that’s wnat it is,” said astaunch 
follower of the Chief of the Bureau of Elections. 
“What's the use of us fellows trying te do our 
duty when we get rewarded this way. Jacobus 
and Nugent are tine kickers. New, Johnny 
O’Brien and all the leaders got orders from 
Matt Quay to sacrifice everything for Har- 
rison and Morton. I know what I am talk- 
ing about. What did we dot Why we 
gave the old man nearly 1,000 majority, more 
tnan any Presidential candidate ever got. War- 
ner Miller did teo mueh talking about high 
jiieense, and Hill had too big a pull with the 
gin mills in this district for Johnny to do much 
with the State tieket. i teli you if*the Re- 
publicans want work done that will tell they 
must hold on to such men as O’Brien 
and Biglin. Jacobus let his district run behind. 
Why? Because he don’t do any work from one 
end of the year to the other. Johnny was al- 
ways working the district. These kid-glove 
feliers don’t know nothin’ abeut politics any- 
way. Ifit wasn’t for Quay and Johnny all of 
’em would have been inthe soup. Never mind, 
they can’t down Johhny; he’s fiy, he is. He’s 
got a black eve now, but you just watch him.” 





THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 
OTTaWwa, Ontario, Dec. 5.—The Canadian 
press reeeived President Cleveland’s message 
very favorably. The Hon. Geerge Foster, Min- 
ister of Finance, in an interview said: “The 
remarks of President Cleveland regarding the 
fishery question are certainly satisfactory so 
far as they reiterate the conviction of the Ex- 
esutive of the United States that the treaty 


formed in 1888 was a fair and just settlement 
of the vexed question. Taken in connection 
with his statement that since March, 1888, no 
cause of complaint has arisen on the fishing 
grounds, it seoms to make Canada’s position 
peculiarly strong and to effectually discount the 
menace of retaliation held eut at an excited pe- 
ricd of United States politics. So far as allu- 
sion te the removal of obstructions ef the re- 
ciprocal assistance to wrecked and stranded 
vessels on the great lakes is concerned, the po- 
sition of the Canadian Government has been 
censistent from the first. Ws repeatedly offered 
to enter into negotiations for a fair and equita- 
ble reciproeity which sheuld take in not only 
wrecking but also towing and other commercial 
privileges, deeming it only fair that the ques- 
tion of intercourse on the great lakes should be 
treated as a whole, and net in a fragmentary 
way. It may be stated that in no Instance has 
the Canadian Government refused te allow the 
fullest liberty to reseue and help in all cases 
where life is at stake or property in imminent 
danger.”

IT COULD NOT STAND EVEN 
A MODERATE TEST. 

THE SECOND DISCHARGE DESTROYS IT— 
WILL BESSEMER CAST STEEL DO FOR 
HEAVY ORDNANCE? 

AnNaPotis, Md., Dec. 5.—When, from be- 
hind his ambuscading bomb proof, THE TrowEs’s 
correspondent this afternoon saw, at the test of 
the Bessemer cast steel 6-inch gun, rushing past 
him smoke, leaves,and a plank walking on beam 
ends he knew that something startling had hap- 
pened. Coming out from cover and running up 
te the platform from whioh the gun had been 
fired, he saw that the pride of tne Pittsburg 
Steei Casting Company lay dismantled and 
broken into unnumbered picces, and the great 
heavy timbers of the platform, crushed like egg 
shells, were piled in fragments upon it. 

An interesting cempany of spectators had 
watched the preliminary proceedings that 
made ready fer the test and saw the con- 
clusion of the matter—the settlement for 
the present of the use of cast steel for 
great guns in the American Navy. Tha 
following represented the Pittsburg Cast Steel 
Company, where the gun was cast: W.G. John- 
son, President; William Hainsworth, Superin- 
tendent; John Irwin, Treasurer; Charles Bailey, 
W. T. Sanger, James Melamtpy, Stewart Hains- 
worth, Jr. The naval officers present as specta- 
tors were Commanders Sampsen, Superiniendent 
of the Naval Academy, and Walker, Lieut.-Com- 


mander Sperry, Lieuts. Howard and McCracken, 
Ensigns Haesler and Glennon, Profs. Hendrick- 
son and Rice. The offieersin charge of the ex- 
periment were Lieut. A. M. Knight, command- 
ing; Lieut. Wilner and Ensigns Gleason and 
Darshiell, assistants. The gun to be tested was 
a model of finish and symmetry, having been 
cast and vougnly bored by the Pittsburg com- 
pany and rifled and tinished at the Government 
works at Washington. The gun was 193 inches 
In length, and was to be tested with 38 pounds 
of powder on the first charge, and 48 pounds 
for 10 consecutive shots following. {t carried a 
100-pound eonical shet, which was to be fired 
into the earth bank 200 yards away. All tle 
visitors were supplied with bomb proof sta- 
tions, some with giasses and others with peep- 
holes, giving eo view of the gun at the dis 
charge. 

The first diseharge was made with 36 pounds 
of powder at the request of tae makers, “‘to 
warm up the gun,” they said. The gun stood 
this test, a pressure of ll tons to the square 
inch. The second load contained 48 pounds of 
powder, the regulation eharge. With a tre- 
mendous roar the second discharge came, 
startling the auditors and spectators. It had 
done its work. The great gun lay dismantled 
under the huge timbers of the platferm thathad 
been utterly demolished, heavy timbers of 12 
by 12 incbes having been  aplintered 
inte fragments. The Government lost 
$5,000 by the destruction of property 
in the explosion. Ensign Robert BR. Dashiell 
said that the experiment proves that the Bes- 
semer cast steel will not do for great guns. It 
has not the elasticity or tensile strength. The 
gunexploded undera pressure of 141.10 tens 
to the inch. It was broken from the trunions 
te the butt in over 20 pieces. rem the trunions 
to the muzzle it remained in one piece. The 
ball deflected about 20 feet above where it was 
aimed. The gun showed weakness in the 
breech, where is ought have had strength. The 
fragments of the gun all flew backward. 





THE VOTE OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


HARRISON’S PLURALITY 31,987 — Gov. 
AMES RAN BEHIND SUIS TICKET. 

Boston, Dec. 5.—The official count of the 
vote of Massachusetts has been completed and 
the result was made known by the Executive 
Council this afternoon. For Presidential Elect- 
ors the vote was as follows on Electers at large: 
George D. Robinson ef Chicopee, (Rep.,) 183,- 
892; William F. Draper of Hopedale, (Rep.,) 
183,842; John Boyle O’ Reilly of Boston, (Dem.,) 
151,590; George M. Stearns of Chicopee, (Dem.,) 
151,855; James H. Roberts of Cambridge, 
(Proh.,) 8,701; John Blackmer of Springtield, 
(Proh.,) 8,695; all others, 60. 

There was very little variation in the vote for 
Electors, George D. Robinson heading the list 
with a differenee of little more than 200 votes 


between him and the lowest Republican Elector, 
Frank P. Goulding, whe received 183,661 votes. 
Of the votes cast for Democratic Presidential 
Electors John C. Sanbornof the Eighth District 
received the largest number, 151,905. This 
gives the highest Harrison Elector a plurality 
of 31,987. ‘ 

The official vote for Governor is reported as, 
Oliver Ames of Easton, (Rep.,) 180,849; Will- 
iam E. Russell of Cambridge, (Dem.,) 152,780; 
William H. Earle of Woreester, (Proh.,) 9,374: 
all others, 111; Ames’s plurality, 28,069. The 
otiieial returns show that Ames ran behind the 
entire State ticket by an average of 6,000 votes. 

A study of the figures fer State oltticers other 
than Governor shews that Cleveland got about 
3,000 Indeperdent Republiean yoies, his vote 
running that mueh ahead of the vote for minor 
State offieers, where party lines were as a rule 
strictly drawn. Complete tigures are wanting 
on the vote for Congressmen, but from those 
given for Congressmen elected the Presidential 
and Congressional votes appear to have kep% 
very close together.

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THAT OREGON INJUNCTION 


WHAT BOSION MEN THINK OF 
THE MATTIE. 
PRESIDENT OAKES GIVES A HISTORY OF 
THE STRUGGLE BETWEEN THE UNION 

AND NORTHERN PACIFIC. 

Boston, Deo. 5.—In connection with the 
temporary injunction ebtained by Brayton 
Ives and other stockhelders of the Oregon 
Railway and Navigation Company, restraining 
the Directors of that company from construct- 
thg branch lines in Oregon, Washington, and 
Idaho, &c., which had been modified and 
continued, Presjlent Thomas F. Oakes 
of the Oregon Company, Chairman Rob- 
ert Harris of the Northern  Paeific, 
and President Charles Francis Adams, 
of the Union Pacific, held a eonference to-day. 
Its object was to perfect the details of sottle- 
ment between the companies, the basis of whieh 
had already been agreed upon. It is understood 
that the eontinuing of the injunction will have 
effect of compelling the cessation of construc- 
tion on the part of the Oregon Company and 


also on the part ef the Union Pacific of lines in 
Washington Territory, eempeting with the 
Nortnern Pacitie, and will therefore do away 
with ruinous competition. 

President Oakes was seen this evening by THE 
TIMES’S Correspondent, and was asked if he had 
auything to say regarding the decision. He 
said that he Was not in New-York at the time, 
and all he knew about 1t was what he had 
learned from the newspapers, 

“The whole matter,” he continued, ‘may be 
summed up by sayipg that it is a struggie be- 
tween the Union Pacific and the Northern Pa- 
cific to bring about a division of the territory in 
harmony with the serviee of the so-ealled joint 
lease of the Oregon Railway and Navigation 
Company. Such a contract was made and ex- 
seuted about 12 or 18 months ago by 
all the parties to it exceptfthe Oregon Com- 
pany, which was enjoimed from executing 
lt. The company itself did not object, but 
jome of the Uregon siockhoiders did, on the 
rround that the lease was again-t public policy. 
Che theory was that it would result in the 
liversion of business from Portland, Oregon, 

o Seattle and other points in Washington 
Perritory. 

“ After this injunction was obtained the Union 
Paeitic seceded from its position in the matter, 
aod declined to be bound bythe termsin the 
pontract. Since then the Oregon Railway ard 
Navication Company, acting under the inspira- 
tion of the Union Pacitic, has butit a short line 
from a point called Reparia on the Snake River, 
bridging the river at that point to the 
Columbia and Paleuse Railroad, ® distance of 
about 35 miles, thus getting a direct seonnec- 
tion with the line that previously had found its 
outlet over the tho Northern Pacific. Lines had 
also been projected and partly built northward 
toward the Coeur d’Alene eountry and in the 
direction of Spokane Falls on the main line 
of the Northern Pacific. It was to avert the 
further construction of these lines that 
the Oregon and  MTranscontinertai Com- 
pany made ua eifort to obtain the injunc- 
tion referred to in the decision just ren- 
dered. The main ground on which the injunc- 
tion was sought was the fact that the Trans- 
sontinental was the largest stoekholder in the 
Oregon Railway and Navigation Company, own- 
ing 118,000 shares, and upon the further ground 
that the Oreg6n Railway and Navigation Com- 
pany was already bound by the contract entered 
inte with the Northern Paeific Road, north of 
the line of the Columbia and Palouse Railread, 
could not be invaded by the Oregen Company.” 

**Was the action of the Directors in Cetermin- 
ing to build these branch roads sanctiened by 
the stockholders at the meeting of June 18 
last ?” the reporter asked. 

“ Tho Judge helds that it is quite evident that 
none of the proceedings of the Directors’ 
numerous meetings were read te the stock- 
holders at that meeting, ana I guess he is right 
aboutit. Atany rate they did no prove that 
they had been. The Nortbern and the Union 
Companies are trying to bring about ,an ami- 
cable adjuusment of the eontroversy, Sut there 
are a good many details that it will take time 
to perfect.” 

“Do you think that the sale by the Trans- 
continental to the Northern and the Union 
Pacific of its holdings in the Oregon Railway 
ard Navigation Company will be the eut- 
come ?”’ 

“There is a difference of opinion as to that, 
because it involves the expenditure of a large 
amount of money, some $12,000,000. Person- 
ally, [am of the opinion that an adjustment 
could be made independently of the Oregon 
Railway and Navigation Company.”’ 

” Mf a settlement result in a resteration of 
rates ?” 

“That is not the question. The Union and 
tbe Northero Pacific Companies have, notwith- 
standing all this: contest about construction, 
Maintained rates without a break in that coun- 
try and have been at peace in that re- 
gard; and it is the intention ef the 
two companies to pursue a_ peaceful 
course in any event, no matter what 
may be accemplished. I think there are several 
ways ip which the desired result could be ac- 
complished. They have kept up a good feeling 
notwithstanding this contest, believing that it 
could be fought out without disturbing the rev- 
enues of the parent companies, involving as it 
would so many thousand miles’ haul”

FOR COAL TRAFFIC. 
TO CONNECT THE FIELDS OF PENNSYL- 
VANIA WITH NEW-ENGLAND. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Dec. 5.—At the -an- 
nual meeting ef the Lehigh and Hudson River 
Rallroad Company on Monday the fellowing 
gentlemen were chesen Directors: Grinell 
Burt, G. W. Sanford, Warwick, N. Y.; Austin 
Corbin, John 8. Martin, W. O. Sheldon, J. R. 
Maxweil, George F. Baker, Edward D. Adama, 
New-York or Brooklyn; Joseph 8. Harris, Fran- 
ois C. Yarnall, Edward Lewis, Edward W. Clark, 
Philadelpsia; G. A. Hobart, Paterson. Grinell 
Burt was re-elected President of the company 
and D. B. Halstead Secretary and John Sayer 
Treasurer. The new members chosen in the

sey; Austin Corbin, George F. Baker, President 
of the First National Bank of New-York, and E. 
D. Adams of Winslow, Lanier & Co., bankers. 

The four new Directors, in connection with 
some older members of the board, represent 
the eontrolling interest recently acquired in 
the Lehigh and Hudson Railroad by the Cen- 
trai Railroad of New-Jersey and its allied lines, 
the Lehigh Coal and Navigation and the Phila- 
de!phia and Reading Companies. The object of 
the New-Jersey Central and its allies is to se- 
cure a short traflic line, via the Lehigh and 
Hudson and the Poughkeepsie Bridge, between 
the Pennsylvania coal fields and the New-Eng- 
land railroad system. In order to realize this 
scheme there remains te be filled in be- 
tween Greycourt, ihe Eastern terminus of 
the Lehigh and Hudson and the bridge, 
a link of 34 miles of new road. Twenty- 
seven miles of this link, between Oampbell Hall, 
Orange County, and the bridge, is being rap- 
idly built by a corporation known as the Penn- 
sylvania, Poughkeepsieo and Eastern Railread 
Company. A heavy construction foree of more 
than 1,000 men is engaged upon the werk, 
with the prospect of completing it early next 
Spring. For the purpose of building the seven 
miles remaining of the link between Campbell 
Hail, or Burnside, sad Greyoourt a company 
has just been organized under the style of the 
Orange County Railroad Company, with 
$200,000 capital stock. The incorporators 
named in the artislies of association are 
J. W. Watson, George 8 Jones, FE. D, 
Adams, S. Dickson, J. Maxwell, 
Qa *#F. Baker, J. §. Harris, ee 
Yarnall, T. C. Herry, 8. Shepherd, R. W. De For- 
est, Loyal Farragut, and Henry Maxwell. The 
executive officers are J. W. Watson, President; 
George 8. Jones, Secretary and Treasurer; 
Everett Garrison of Newburg, Chief Engineer. 

It will be noted that names prominent in the 
management ofthe New-Jersey Central and its 
affiliated lines are in the list of incorporators of 
the Orange County Raltlroad Company. The 
projectors mean business, for they have the line 
already surveyed, and will put the work under 
contract within 10 days. When the entire line 
is completed to the Poughkeepsie Bridge it is 
claimed that it will furnish the shortest and 
most feasible traflic connection that oan be ob- 
tained between the coal and iron producers of 
Pennsylvania and the New-England consumers, 

TA OETS 
THE SITUATION UNCHANGED. 

St. Paut, Minn., Dec. 5.—There is no 
marked change in the question of passenger 
rates to Chicago to-day. Allof the lines claim 
that they hs ve no tickets im the hands of scalp- 
ers, althougr it was stated on the street this 
morniog that tickets could be had at less than 
tariff rates over almost any line. A reporter 
calied at Mulferd’s out-rate office, and, upon 
inquiring the lowest rate to Chicago, the clerk 
stated that he could furnish Wisconsin Central 
second-class tickets at $7 50, and first-class 
tickets over any of the other lines at $9 50. 
Messrs. Dixon, Kenyon, and Teasdale of the 
Milwaukee, Burlington, and Omaha Roads, re- 
spectively, held a conterence to-day relative to 
the situation, but no action was decided upon.

GREAT GAINS SHOWN. 
THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE NEW- 
YORK CENTRAL ROAD. 

Theannual report of the New-York Central 
and Hudson River Railroad Company and its 
leased lines for the year ending Sept. 30 was 
given out yesterday. These figures show the 
year’s business compared with that of 1887:

The grose earnings for the year (showing an 
increase of $835,864 80) just ended are the 
largest in the history of the company—gains 
over last year appearing in nearly all sources of 
revenue. The increase in operating expenses 
($2,237,714) is due mainly to expenditures for 
renewals and additions to rolling stock, enlarge- 
ments and betterments of terminals and sta- 
tions, strengthening bridges, and improving 
general condition of track. These expenditures 
are largely charged by other railroad companies 
te a “construction account,” the New-York 
Central being a pioneer in tue zood example of 
forcing current expenses out of eurrent inceme, 
instead of leaving it to mount up in the shape 
of new liens upon the road. 

The repert gives in detail and with great 
explicitness the nature of the expenditures 
and their extent, even in those points 
that are generally regarded in annual 
railway reports as too insignificant for 
mention, Over $488,000 was spent during 
the year upon repairs to roadway; about $200,- 
000 went for repairs to bridges and cuiverts; 
repairs to, buildings called for $362,000 more; 
$509,000 was spent upon repairs to new é6n- 
gines; $249,000 went for repairs upon passen- 
ger cars, and $1,000,000 was expended for bet- 
tering the equipment of the freight department. 
The total net ameunt of “extraordinary” ex- 
penses for the year was $2,680,928 75. 

After making this great payment the annual 
statement shows that 4.11 per cent. was carried 
upon the company’s capital stoek, a surplus of 
a»eut one-ninth of 1 per cent. above what was 
paid in dividends. The surplus of $97,986 is 
$1,472,389 less than that of 1887, but the ex- 
penaitures for improvements charged im as reg- 
ular operating expenses amount to $2,237,714 
more than they were in 1887. 

During the year the funded debt was de- 
creased $241,000. The company’s gross float- 
ing debt is $7,433,758, against $6,722,229 in 
1887, while cash offsets are $5,159,379, against 
$5,371,299 in 1887. During 1888 there wore 
17,998,558 passengers earried and 16,385,446 
tons of freight, against 16,465,453 passengers 
in 1887 and 15,712,673 tons of freight in 1887. 

There is ne formal address to the stockhelders 
in the report. The war of rates and the exac- 
tions ef the inter-state commerce law are both 
left unmentioned.

THERE WAS NO TROUBLE. 
THE PHILADELPHIA COMPANY TO ISSUE 
$1,500,000 or 6 PER CENT. BONDS. 
PiTTsBURG, Penn., Dec. 5.—The long-ex- 
pected, and by some people the much-feared, 
meeting of the stockholders of the Philadelphia 
Railroad Company for action en the recom- 
mendation ef the Beard of Directors that bonds 
to the amount ef $2,500,000 be issued has been 
held. The expected explosion of shareholders 


did not come; indeed, the meeting was as bar- 
monious as it could well have been, and 85 men, 
representing nearly all the capitar stock of 
$7,500,000, voted. It is true one old fellow 
from the ceuntry asked why Westinghouse’s 
name was cut in stone over the entrance tu the 
big nine-story buildiug which has just been erect- 
ed by the company, but a little thing like that 
ha laughed downu by she inventor of the air 
rake. 

Mr. Westinghouse ealled the meeting to order. 
He said that 6 per cent. bonds to run 10 years, 
secured by a mortgage on the piant, are to be 
issued, and explained that this rate of interest 
was decided upon for the reason that a higher 
premium will be commanded than woulda lower 
rate. He continued: 

“The present indebtedness of this company 
is $1,300,000 It is the intention to issue im- 
mediately only $1,500,000 to pay off this debt, 
and the balance will meet future liabilities. I 
of course cannot guarantee anything. My 
opinion is that the issuing of the bonds is 
good business policy. I have little fear of the 
future being able to take care of this issno of 
bonds. Of eourse it is not reasonable te ex- 
pect that the company can eontinue to pay the 
present rate of dividend.” 

The vote was then taken, with the result that 
three-fourths of the stock represented was voted 
in favor of the scheme.

THE READING ROAD’S AFFAIRS. 

PHILADELPHEA, Dec. 5.—Austin Corbin, 
President ef the Reading Railroad Company, 
spent the day at the general office of the com- 
pany. The fiscal year of the Reading ended 
last Friday, and its accountants are busily 
engaged preparivg astatement ef the company’s 
financial affairs. The interest upon the prefer- 
ence bonds are not payable until Feb. 1, but 
a clausein the mortgage says that the amount 
of interest to be paid shall be ascertained on or 
before Jam. 15,1889. The first coupon ef each 
preference bond calls for 712 per cert., and yes- 
terday 6 per cent. was bid for it on the floor of 
the Stock Exchango, but no sale was made. The 
second preference bonds sold at 76 and, with 6 
per cent. off for interest, that is equivalent 
to 70. 

The expenditures of the Reading for improve- 
ments are so heavy that the amount available 
for payment of interest upon the preference 
bonds is very uncertain. The reductien of 
working hours from 10 to 8 in the sheps of the 


Reading Railroad is made on the score of econ-

my. 

An officer of the company, speaking of the mat- 
ter, said: “The reduction of the output of oval 
caused by shutting down 18 cellteries and put- 
ting the balance on three-quarter time will 
lessen the coal traffic and diminish the work of 
repairs, so that aportion of the force in the 
sheps would need te ba discharged in case the 
shops were run on fulltime. During the Win- 
ter season, too, when the sup rises Jate and sets 
early, the company is put to considerable extra 
expense for light and heat if the shops are kept 
open the 10 hours. It is nof an unusual thing 
for the Reading to shorten the period of labor 
during the Winter months.”

THE WORK WILL BE DONE. 

PORTLAND, Oregon, Dec. 5.—W. H. Hol- 
cemb, General Manager of the Union Pacific 
Railway system, says there is no cause for any 
excitement in regard to work being stopped on 
the Coeur d’Aléne Railroad. Tae permission has 
not yet been received to begin werk on the 
line across the resorvation, and contractors 
who have been holding mem in readiness 
to begin the work wished to make ar- 
rangemonts for the Winter for their men, 
as there was no certainty how long this 
permission would be delayed, It was concluded 
to abandon the work this Winter, especially as 
a large part of the line across the bottom lands 
could net be builtin the Winter. Under this ar- 
rangement it was, of course, not necessary. to go 
on with the censtruction of the line beyond the 
reservation, and as the work ean be prosecuted 
to much better advantage in the Spring the 
mer were discharged. 

Mr. Holcomb says he knows of no combina- 
tion or absorption of lines which have had any- 
thing to do with this matter. The delay in 
receiving permission te ge to work on the 
reservation is simply a matter of adjusting, in 
the Interior Department, all the require- 
ments of the law under which the charter was 
granted. The adjusting of such matters often 
require considerable time. He said he expected 
to receive the permission in due time and to be- 
gin work as soon thereafter as advisable. 


THE CHIAPAS PROJECT. 


Ciry o- Mexico, Dec. 5.—The Mexican 
Pacific Railway Company has been registered 
in Lendon and £500,000 was subscribed on the 
first issue of preference shares. This is the 
Chiapas Railway project to connect Port Tonala 
with a point on the Grijala River that will per- 
mit steamers to come up from Port Frontera, on 
the Gulf of Mexico, making a line of inter- 
oceanic communication. Engineers are now 
on their way from New-York. The Chiapas 
Railway will increase the value of lands owned 
in Chiapas by an international company of 
Mexico which has its headquarters in New-Yerk 
City and of which Edgar T. Welles, son of Secre- 
ag Pe! the Navy and@? Lincoln, is President. 
H. Rudstom Read ef London and Delfin Sanchez 
ef Mexico, the former representing the Mexican 
Southern Railway to Oaxaca and the latter the 
Inter-Oceanic Railway, have made an agree- 
ment whereby the former road will be narrow 
gaugo and will work in harmony, thus insuring 
the Inter-Oceanic an immense amount of 
freight. Several other enterprises are on foot 
which will soon be announced. Leading bank- 
ers predict a great ipcrease in business here 
during the next feur years—Diaz’s new admin- 
istration. Both national and Londen banks re- 
port goed businesa at all their interior branches. 


CRUDE PETROLEUM AS FUEL. 
Finpiay, Ohio, Dec. 5.—A special train 
bearing the officers of the Toledo, Columbus and 
Southern Railroad was drawn from Toledo to 
this city to-day by an engine using Ohie orude 
petroleum as fuel instead of eoal. The offieers of 
this road have been experimenting for some time 


with a patent burner with a view of substitut- 
ing otl tor coal as fuel on their engines, and are

JUDGE SPEER’S DECISION. 

Avuausta, Ga., Dec. 5.—Judge Emory 
Speer’s decision, in the United States District 
Court at Savannah, annulling the purchase of 
the Savannah, Dublin and Western Road by the 
Central of Georgia on the ground that the pur- 
ehase was made to avert competition, and was 
therefore illegal, has caused considerable com- 
Ment in tailway circles. If it stands, litigation 
hereabout will be plenty, for it was about Au- 


usta that the Central of Georgia first began to 

orm its great system of Southern railways. Its 
charter forbids its securing eontrol of a compet- 
itive line, but centrol of the Savannah Road was 
secured by the Ceutral’s President, Mr. Wadley, 
giving his individual recognizancé securea by 
the Central’s money. Judge Speer attacks espe- 
cially an individual aeting to avoid the law 
= he found his authority to base his de- 
cision. 

The Pert Royal and Augusta Railway will on 
Deo. 18 have an injunction against the Central 
Road argued before Judge Roney in the Rich- 
mond Superior Ceurt, ia which they pray fora 
Receiver. The attorney for tne Port Royal and 
Augusta Road, Frank H. Miller, Esq., bad an 
injunction served on President John H. Inman 
of the West Point Terminal last week, while he 
and his party were guests of the city at the ex- 
position. What disposition was made of the 
matter was not learned. 


TO UNIFY CLASSIFICATIONS. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 5,—The Committee on 
Uniform Olassification of Freight spent the 
second day of its sessionina general discus- 
sion ef the subject before it. Toward evening 
an understanding was arrived at as to the 
proper method of handling the difficult prob- 
lem, and it was agreed that the conditions 
and cireumstances surrounding the question 
of classifieation demandea that,no action 
should be taken without the utmdbt care and 
deliberation. 

Resolutions were adopted expressive of this 
view, and it was voted to appeint a standing 
committee of two members of each of the Traf- 
fic Associations represented to unify as soon as 
possible the existing classifications. This com- 
mittee was instructed to first endeavor to com- 
bine the existing different elassifications in one 
general classification by the use of sueh num- 
ber of Classes as will prevent conflicting eom- 
modity as well as class rates in the several 
sections ef the country withous sacrificing 
the proper interests of the oarriers. The 
standing committee appointed in accordance 
with the resolution is as follows: Trunk Line

—C. G. Cochran, J. T. R. MeKay; Western 
Freight--Paul Morton, J. M, Johnson; Trans- 
continental—Richard Gray, a8.

THE QUESTION OF HEAT IN CARS. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., Dec. 5.—The Railroad 
and Warehouse Commissioner in November 
sent out a circular to different railway compa- 
nies operating both in and outside of Minnesota, 
nquiring into the best means of heating and 
lighting passenger and sleeping cars, with 
special reference te safety of passengers from 
acoident by fire. The replies which have been 


received will form the basis of areport to the. 


Legislature, 

The questions covered a wide range, 
asking for the number of passenger cars be- 
longing to and operated by the railroads, how 
many were equipped with common car stoves, 
Baker heaters, or other systems ef warmirag 
by heat generated within the oar; how many 
trains were heated by steam from the locomo- 
tive boiler, what experiments were being made, 
&e. The replies received show that the old sar 
stove has by no means been abolished, while 
Baker and other heaters are in general use. 

The consensus of opinion among the managers 
is that no good method of steam heating has 
yet been devised, orif it has it has not been 
experimented with sufficiently to prove it suc- 
cessful. A few are found who pronounce steam 
heat a success, but others point out that the 
danger to passengers in case of accident from 
steam pipes is equal to that from the stoves, 

The point made by one manager that the 
action of Legislatures in the different States on 
the heating of railway cars may clash is not 
to be-overlooked,

ITS WORK COMPLETED. 

CuicaGo, Dec..5.—The joint conference 
cemmittee of the Eastern and Western roada, 
which has had under consideration the estab- 
lishment of a permanent basis for the conduct 
of through traffic and the division of rates, con- 
cluded its labor to-day. The plan adopted is 


practically the same as was reeommended by 
the committee which met in New-York several 
weeks ago,and provides for the re-establish- 
ment of the pereentage basis of @ivisions set 
forth in Circuiur No. 4, issued Feb. 1, mak- 
ing the Mississippi River the basing 
line. Tho only modification is in _ the 
rule governin the manner in which 
the lines west of the Mississippi may incresse 
their proportion of the through rate above the 
trunk line scale. This allows the Western roads 
to appropriate te themselves the entire amount 
of the increase, leaving the Eastern lines the 
same preportion as before, and 80 obviates the 
necessity of ehanging the percentages when 
such advances are made. This plan will be 
recommended to the association interested, 
and, if contirmed, the Joint Rate Committee 
will take such measures as are neeessary to 
enforce it.

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RESULT OF A CONFEKENOB 
OF OHUROCHES. 

A COMMITTEE OF TWENTY-FIVE AP- 
POINTED TO PERFORM AGGRESSIVE 
CHRISTIAN WORK. 

How much practical benefit the evan- 
golical churches will gain from the conference 
of ehurches that was drawn to a olose last 
night after five sessiens, lasting through three 
days, will depend upon what steps shall be 
taken by the Committees of Twenty-five that 
was appointed at the close of last night’s ses- 
ion. The meral effect of the Conference can- 
not help but have been considerable. The facets 
regarding the work to be done have been pre- 
sented in ® manner never so impressive, and the 
suggestions as to how to accomplish the task 
confrenting the churches have been in many in- 
stances practical and valuable, and will un- 
doubtedly be adopted by the committee. 

© B. Knevals presided over yesterday 
afternoon’s session of the Evangelical Confer 
ence at Chickering Hall, and faced the largest 
audienee that has attended any meeting of the 
series, for there were not seats enough for all 
who came. The names of the Rev. Dr. John 
Hall and Chauncey M. Depew, LL. D., on the 
programme had undoubtedly attracted many to 
the meeting who otherwise would not have 
eome, for when it was announeed that Mr. 


Depew was confined to his room by the injuries 
to his ankle received in an accident some time 
ago a hundred orso showed their displeasure 
by leaving the hall. 

A more hopetul and courageous tons charac- 
terized the utterances of the speakers of yester- 
day, and the impression left upun the audience 
was that New-York City was not so desperately 
wicked as some were disposed to think, and 
although the churehes were not doing all they 
could, still they were accomplishing marvelous 
things in the face of a strenuous and desperate 
opposition, 

The Rev. Dr. M. D’C. Crawford in his address 
upon the ‘‘ Methodist City Missions’ said that 
the city missionaries of that church had in- 
vaded Five Points in 1850, when it was the 
most degraded and dangerous part of the city, 
and that last Sunday there was a class of 100 
fereign-born women in the mission established 
at that point. There was not now so bad a 
place in New-York City as was Five Points 
when the Methodist Episcopal Ladies’ Home 
Missionary Bociety took hold there. What had 
been done could be done again. The speaker 
reviewed the work of the Church Extension 
and Cit; Mission Society as sets forth 
at length in THE Times of Nov.18. He said 
there were greater obstacies to the progress 
of evangelizing work enceantered inside than 
outside the church. There was more latent 
power inside the church than was imagined, 
The Methodist Church could double her gifts, 
could double her efforts, and could double her 
numbers; but the methods of e¢ity evangeliza- 
tion must be changed. Upon a certain chureh 
in this city he sawthe sign: “This ohurch is 
open all the time. Come in andrest” This 
should be the case more generally. He said a 
mission house was desired at Castle Garden, 
with five or six missionuries speaking ditlerent 
languages. 

The Rev. Dr. John Hall said he was a repre- 
sentative of the foreign element that had been 
so much under consideration, and he bespoke 
for it kindly and considerate treatment. He de- 
plored the despondent tone of the speakers of 
the ei meetings. He was familiar with 
the Presbyterian, Episcopal, Methodist, Baptist, 
and Congregational Churches, and he knew that 
the religious condition of the people was never 
so good as in the present year. He thought the 
means now in the hands of the churches were 
not put to sufficient use. They should not pay 
their money out to the *‘free lanee” workers, 
but through the organized ehurches. The church 
life, rightly maintained, was the best reforming 
agency anywhere. The steadfast support of 
God’s three agenoies for the maintenance of the 
social structure, the church, the home, and the 
State, was the best kind of missienary work 
they could do. 

The Rev. W. T. Elsing, in speaking of the 
“City Missionary Society,” said it had six 
churches wheré they were most needed. They 
had free seats, good preaching and good music, 
and yet they were net attended. It was neces- 
sary to go out among the people and draw them 
in. The elty mission churches were holding 
their own, and were stronger to-day than ever 
before. He recommended more Croton water 
along with the Gospelfor the poor. Some of 
the thousands who patrenized the free city 
bathsin the rivera during the Summer had 
taken their iast bath in October and would not 
take another until June. There should be sev- 
eral free baths. as large as Chickering Hall. 
There were 25 in London, several ef them self- 
supporting. In connectien with the baths he 
would have men’s clubs, with pleasant places 
for week nightresort. He also recommended 
the erganization of 100 Christian women into a 
body of house-to-house visitors under the guid- 
ance of a central organization. 

Mr. R. Fulton Cutting delivered an interest- 
ing address upon “Christianity as the World’s 
Great Uplifting Power.’”’ The power that under 
Constantine made the Roman Empire and under 
the Normans made Christian England was atill 
at werk. Under Christian patronage charitable 
institutions still flourished. This would be 
even more true if they would let loese the 
power of the Christian Churoh through the 
doors of united effort. 

At the evening session, which was presided 
over by Morris K. Jesup, the Rev. Dr. Josiah 
Strong made a atrong argument for ‘ United 
Christian Action.” He did not want a Christian 
meb, buta mighty Christian army. The Rev. 
Dr. Frank Russell, with referenee to ** House to 
House Visitation,” said an organized ferce of 
Christian workers should visit every house and 
every family in the eity at least once a month. 
The commercial world had found the vaiue of 
drummers. Thechurches should take counsel 
of the business world. 

Bishop Edward G. Andrews spoke eloquently 
of “The Latent Power of the New-York 
Churches,” saying that if every Christian was 
what he ought to be then the evangelization of 
New-York City would be accomplished in a 
very few years. This was the last address ef 
the series. The Rev. Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst 
offered as the summing up of the work a pream- 
ble and resolution reciting the matters that had 
been diselosed by the conference and calling 
for the appointment of a “ committee of twemty- 
five, representing the churches and missionary 
soeieties of the city, for the careful study aud 
exeoution of such plans as may seem to them 
wise for more eflicient co-operation in aggressive 
Christian work, both om the part of churches 
and of existing missionary organizations. 
The committee as appointed is as follows: Tr 
tist, the Rev. Dr, R. 8. MacArthur, Dr, IL L, 
Elder, Dr. J. J. Bronner; Oongregationalist, the 
Rev. Dr. Josiah Strong; Lutheran, the Rev. Dr.

A WALL-STRHET FAIRY STORY. 


THB YARN THAT MR. SLOAW HAD TORN 
GEORGE GOULD TO PIECES. 

Wall-street had a little convulsion after 
business hours yesterday. Aastory flying around 
had it that there had been trouble at a meeting 
of the Directors of the Missouri Pacific Railway. 
Venerable Director Sam Sloan was credited 
with having deseended upon Director George 
Gould, Director Jay Gould’s son, and having 
(figuratively) torn him to pisces. Tales circu- 
lating at the Windsor had it that the meeting 
had almost broken up inariot. Even nearly 
up to midnight callers were climbing Mr, 


Sloan’s Thirty-oighth-street steps, anxious to 
discover whether he wore much hurt. Mr. 
Sloan said he was all right. 

There had been this much basis for the pretty 
tales. After dispatching routine business 
George Gould suggested that the Directors ad- 
journ, saying that he supposed there was noth- 

ng else to act on. 

* But there is something else ard something 
important, too,” interjected Mr. Sloan. “ This 
fate cutting business has gone far enough— 
gone too far. It’s time to settle it without any 
more nonsense.” 

Other Directors looked up astonished. Direc- 
tor George Gould, his father not being present, 
showed amazement along with the rest. 

**I move,” went on Mr. Sloan, ‘ that our offi- 
cers be directed to telegraph at once to all of 
our agents tu advance our rates to a remunera- 
tive basis. If business doesn’t pay we don’t 
want it. Let us set the example of common 
sense and the other roads will be glad to fol- 
low us.’”’ 

Sloan’s motion was carried. The tele- 
grams have been sent. Rates areto be restored, 
There was no vote against the motion. George 
Gould did not vote. It was later discovered 
that Mr. Sloan and Mr. Jay Gould haa been in 
conference just before the meeting and Mr, 
Sloan had Jay Gould in accurd with him. 

And this was the foundation for one of the 
grandest fairy stories that the financial world 
has had to toy with in along while. It may 
be suspected some time that Wall-street ca 
really exagverate. ' 

But In this case Wall-street narrative got color 
from a passage of arms between the venerable 
Sloan and the junior Geuld ldst Spring. George 
then suggested that the Misseuri Paeific divi- 
dend be cut down or passed altogether, when 
up rose Mr. Sloan to remark rather volean- 
ically:

OFFER BY A “OCLOSH FRIEND.” 


JUSTICE CLANCY PROMISED A THOU- 
SAND DOLLARS FOR A DECISION, 
The suit brought last May by William 
Kramer, owner of the Thalia Theatre, against 
Lessee Amberg has developed a notewortny 
phase at last. The mail on Tuesday of last 
week brought a letter te Justice Claney of the 
Becond District Civil Court, which was conoise 
and to the point. The envelepe was addressed 


in ink, ina plain business-like hand, but the 
letter was in pencil and read as follows: 

JUDGE CLANOY: If the case of Kramer against 
Amberg is decided in favor of Amberg, $1,000 wiil 
be handed to you in an envelope, and no one will be 
the wiser. “A CLOSE FRIEND.” 

Judge Clancy said to a TIMES reporter last 
night: ‘‘I had not intended that the fact of my 
having received this letter should become known. 
There was nothing whatever on it to show by 
whom it was sent, and I concluded that nothing 
could therefore grow out of the matter but 
notoriety for myself, and this I sincerely 
wish to avoid. I have already derived 
sufficient notoriety in this Gase, 
have not even any idea as to who sent the letter 
and do not believe that whover did was at all 
sincere in the matter. The case before me was 
&@ summary proceeding, te prove whether or not 
® special covenant in the lease to Amberg had 
been violated. This covenant provided that the 
letting or subletting of the whole or any partof 
the property by the landlord orths sale of liquors 
thereon should invalidate the lease. The claim 
of the plaintiff was that the covenant had 
been violated by a lease given by Amberg to H. 
R. Jacobs. Amberg swore that he had not given 
@ lease to anybody, but notwithstanding this 
testimony, counter-testimony was given by two 
witnesses who had actually seen the lease. As 
8000 as the trial terminated I said right off that 
there could be no question whatever of a lease 
having been given by Amberg, and the only 
question remaining te be decided was that 
of jurisdiction in the proceedings. I gave 
both sides until last Friday to submit briefs 
showing cause for or against the jurisdiction of 
my court. The Kramer people submitted their 
briefs early, showing very clearly that my eourt 
had jurisdiction in the case, and the other side 
submitted no briefs at all. I immediately de- 
cided, when the time expired, for the plaintiff. 
The ease was 80 Clear that even should 
they desire to do so, I de not believe the 
defendants would have dared to send such a 
letter to mein earnest. It is a document that 
might have been seut by either side, by tbe da- 
fendants in earnest, or by the plaintiff in order 
to cause prejudice. Again, the whole thing 
might have been sent as a joke or 4s a cheap ad- 
vertising scheme.” None of the parties inter- 
ested in the sult nor their attorneys professed 
to know anything of the authorship or cause of 
the singular offer.

A LAWYER IN OONTEMPT. 


AN EXCITING SCENE BETWEEN AN AT- 
TORNEY AND THE COURT. 

Cuicaao, Dec. 5.—Jacob Newman one of 
the lawyers in the Lindauer case, came closely 
to going to jall to-day because he refused to tell 
Judge Prendergast what he knew about the 
aliéged tampering with the now famous tin box 
of Lindauer Brothers & Co., in the ousto- 
dy of the County Court. The attorney told John 
Dwyer, the bailiff in the County Court, that 
some one had been looking inthe box. Inas- 
much as the box was in the vault of the court 
room and Dwyer was the only person who knew 
the combination of the vanlt, Dwyer indig- 
nantly denied it. Newman reiterated his asser- 
sertion, but refuséd to then tell how he knew 
that tampering had taken place. Dwyer re- 
ported the matterto Judge Prendergast, who 


asked Newman what he knew of it, when the 
lawyers were all presenton an application to 
have Judge Prendergast continue his hearing 
until that before Judge Tuley was ended. 

Newman ont color and said: “I will 
reach that by and by.” 

‘I want to know about it now,” said the 
County Judge. 

“TI most respectfully decline to say anything 
aboutit atthe present time,” persisted New- 
man. 

Judge Prendergast picked up the gauntlet 
thus thrown down by the lawyer and ordered 
Dwyer sworn. The bailiff repeated under oatn 
his conversation with Newman. Then turning 
to Newman the Judge saia: ‘The court re- 
quests you to state what knowledge you have 
ef avy person looking into or tampering with 
that box.” 

“T most respectfully decline to speak upon 
the subject,” again answered Newman. 

“Do you deny that you made that statement 
to the bailiff?” 

“T must again respectfully decline at this 
stage to state.” 

The Judge appealed to Lawyer Krans, the op- 
ponent of Lawyer Newman, to know what 
course ought to be pursued. Krans said that 
Newman ought to be sworn. 

“Swear Jacob Newman,” said the Judge. 
“Come forward, Sir, and be sworn.” : 

Lawyer Newman remained where he was, and 
said, with tightly clinched teethand a pale face, 
“I most respectfully decline to be sworn in the 
matter, and [doit with the utmost respect to 
the court.’’ The Judge was very cool and delib- 
erate as he said to the Clerk: “ Let an order en- 
ter directing the issue of a rule on Jacob New- 
man to show cause instanter why he should not 
be attached and imprisoned for contempt.” 

Then turning to Newman, the Judge asked 
what be had to say to that rule. “I will re- 
spectfully ask time to retain counsel,” said 
Newman. The court then allowed him to go 
on his own recognizance until 10 A. M. Friday. 
The Judge wanted toknow before the lawytr 
left if he would be present as required by the 
court. 

“If yeur Honor gives me time to do so,” 
answered Newman. “Ido this with respect to 
thig court.” 

‘’T don’t care anything about your inten- 
tions,” the yeung Judge answered harshly. 
“Neither your intentions nor mine out any 
figure at this juncture.” Then the Judge 
showed that he was hurt by the proceedings 
before Judge Tuley by saving that he fixed the 
time for the answer to the rule at10 A. M. to- 
morrow because he presumed Mr. Newman was 
engaged ‘‘in the other proceedings—or alleged 
proceedings,” meaning the application fer a 
writ of prohibition before Judges Tuley and 
Horton. The court fixed the time for resuming 
the Lindauer case at 2 P. M. Friday, ignoring 
port a eaay ane of his not being allowed to pro- 
ceed in that matter by the writ of prohibition 
now being asked for. 





GAMBLING BROUGHT HIM TO GRIEF. 

DETROIT, Mich., Dee. 5.—Wilham H. 
Burk, for years the well-known proprietor of 
the Commercial Advertiser, a weekly newspaper 
of this city, disappeared last Saturday, and his 
present whereabouts are unknewn. He has, 
however, left various souvenirs to several of his 
old friends in the shape of worthless checks 
varying in amount from $10 to $150. A war- 
rant has been sworn out for his arrest. He has 
been quite a ‘prominent character about town 
for the last quarter of a century, and at one 
time so successful was his newspaper venture, 
owing to a lottery attachment which it carried, 
that he was worth $250,000. Hehad a fine resi- 
dence on the Canadian bank of the river, lived 
in fine style, drove fast horses, and owned a 
steam yacht. Gamblingin grain and stocks has 
been hisruin. Many of the operators in New- 
York and Chicago markets knew him, and have 
repeatedly encountered him, generally at his 
expense. So infatuated, however, was he with 
the excitement of such ventures that the most 
cestly experiences did not serve to wean him 
from the pursuit, and gradually his fortune has 
disappeared. He sold his papertwo years ago, 
and doubtiess he is now penniless, for it is not 
believed he would resert to swindling his friends 
unless in desperate straits.

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THE DEPARIMENT OF JUSTICE. 


ATTORNET-GENERAL GARLAND’S LAST 
ANNUAL REPORT. 


WasHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Attorney-General 
Garland has made his annual report of the bust- 
ness of the Department of Justice during the 
last fieeal year, together with statistics of crime 
against the United States, and a statement of 
the business of the Supreme Court and the 
Court of Claims. The petitions filed in the lat- 
ter court in French spoliation cases number 
5,569, representing 2,386 vessels and about 
$30,000,000. The majority of these cases have 
been disposed of so far as the court is con- 
cerned, and have been certified to Cengress. 
The remainder will be reported tv Congress 
during the present session. 

After making a detailed statement in regard 
to the character and result of litigation in 
which the United States was a party during the 
year the Attorney-General says that the usual 
examination of penitentiaries in which United 
States prisoners are confined was made during 
the year and showed the institutions to be in 
geod condition, and that the prisouers were well 
cared for and hnmanely treated. He advocates 
the passage of the bill now pending for the 
appointment of acommission to inquire into 
the advisability of building Government penti- 
tentiaries and reformatories and says; ‘It 
would seom that the United States sheuld have 
model prisons and reformatories ofits own in 
which to cenfine its criminals, and provisions 
could be made tor the employment of the 
inmates at some suitable industries on a sys- 
tem of labor which would not violate the re- 
ceut act of Congress, nor be inconsistent with 
the laws passed by the several States and the 
prevailing opinions relative to the subject of 
contract labor.” 

The Attorney-General urges an appropriation 
for therestoration and preservation ef court 
records, and, in advocating certain changes in 
the judicial system, of the United States, says: 
‘It is impossible to overestimate the necessity 
that exists for achange in the judicial system 
to meet the demands ef the constantly increas- 
ing business ef the country, and I would simply 
call attention in this connection to my sugges- 
tions in the last report, and respectfully urge 
that some change be made that will remedy the 
evils eompiained of on all sides, whether that 
change be in accordanee with my views or not.” 

He renews the recommendation contained in 
former reports that a proper building for the 
accommodation of the Supreme Court and other 
courts and commissions of the United States as 
well as for the increasing business of the De- 
partment of Justice be erected on the public 
grounds adjoining the present building. He 
also renews his reeommendation of last year 
that provision be made for the purchase of 
portraits of Justices of the Supreme Court. in 
regard to the payment of special Deputy 
Marshals the Attorney-General says: “The 
appropriation for the current fiscal year 
for fees and expenses of Marshals 
is $675,000, but by a special provis- 
fon incorporated in the Appropriation aet 
only $300,000 can be advanced to the Marshals. 
Numerous special Depuf¥ Marshals were ap- 
pointed under the laws providing therefor, to 
Berve at the recent election. To pay them will 
require a large sum, and if their pay be taken 
from tbe appropriation above mentioned, noth- 
ing will remain for the expenses of the service 
of process, and the business of the United States 
courts all over the country will be seriously im- 
peded. TI recommend that a special appropria- 
tion be made to pay these deputies.”

AN ILLEGAL VOTER THREATENS TO 


MAKE TROUBLE. 

Evora, N. ¥., Dec. 5.—Andrew Goers, 
aged 20 years, is in the Chemung County Jail 
for voting at the last election, When examined 
before United States Commissioner F. 8. Bent- 
ley, at Horseheads, Goers acknowledged his 
guilt. His brother and mother say he is 
but 20 years old. The prisoner, who is not 
over bright, says he was approached at the 
pells by two prominent citizens of the town of 
Horseheads, one of whom has held the most re- 
sponsible position in the county, and the other is 
equally preeminent. They asked him if he had 
voted, He said ne, he was not entitled to vote, 
being only 20 years eld. They said ne one 
would know thedifference, and that they would 
pay him handsomely for his vote. He says that 
he then yielded, took a full set of tickets from 
one of the men and voted. Goerg will probably 
remain ip jail to awalt the action of the United 
States Grand Jury. The prisoner promises ia- 
teresting revelations 1f wade to suffer for a 
crime that he was induced to commit by men 
who knew better. The young man says he 
knows of more corruption at the polls, and he 
proposes to tell all he knows if he is not extri- 
cated from his present difficulties. Two Che- 
mung County politicians, at least, are nervous 
over the arrest and disclosures, and will leave 
nv stone unturned to get yeurg Goers outs of 
the clutches of the law.

WAGES INOREASED. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Dec. 5.—When the 
New-York Central Railroad raised the pay ef its 
switchmen at Buffalo the Nickel Plate and Lake 
Shore Roads were obliged to do the same, and 
this was followed by an increase in the wages 
of the switchmen in the employ of those twe 
companies at Cleveland. This created dissatis- 
faction among the same class of employes on 
other roads centring here; but, except in the 
case of the Bee Line men, no formal demand 
was made for a similar inerease. The man- 
agers of the local roads met yesterday and de- 
cided to increase the pay of the yard condust- 
ors and brakemen who do switching, and the 
minen on the Bee Line and New-York, Penney)l- 
vania and Ohio were netified to the effect to- 
day. The new rates are: Night conductors, 
advanced from $2 60 to $2 70 a day; night 
brakemen, from $1 95 to $2 20; day brake- 
men, from $1 95 te $2 10.

A BRIEF REVIEW OF THE LAST SEA- 


SON’S BUSINESS. 

Drtroit, Mich., Dec. 5.—The season of 
lake navigation is: practically over. A few ves- 
sels are still out, tempted by large freights, but 
running extra risks, as insurance can no longer 
be effected except at exorbitant rates, and 
storms are imminent at almost any mement. 
Vesselmen report @ busy season and express 
themselves as fairly well satistied with the re- 
turns of their business, Losses have been un- 
usually small, net reaching $200,000, while 
last year they aggregated four times that 
amount. Of course these facts ehow that the 
year has been also a good one for insurance 
men. They have received fair rates and met 
few casualties. The great increase in tonnage 
has been the most censpicuous feature of the 
season. In this it has far surpassed all pre- 
vious years, 74 new vessels having been added 
to the registry, of a total tonnage of 83,644 
tons. Freights have ruled much lewer than 
last year, when they were exceptionally high. 
The average rate on iron ore from Lake Supe- 
rior shipping points was $140 from Ashland 
and Two Harbors and $1 80 from Marquette. 
Last year $2 25 was obtainable. Grain freights 
from Chicago to Buffalo have ranged from 2 to 
4 cents. The highest rate,-4 eents, is the 
one at which reeent. charters have been 
made and was not ebtainable until late 
in the season. Coal frolghte show a similar 
falling off as compared with last year. Iron ore 
shipments fer the entire season aggregate about 

0,000 tons, an increase of about 200,000 
tons over last year. One strong factor in hoia- 
ing Lake Superior freights down has been tie 
absence of competition from grain hoe at 
Duluth in consequence of the large falling off 
in wheat seeking a market from Dakota. The 
resuit has been that lesa grain has been shipped 
from Duluth than during any season fer the 
past #1x years. The small demand for grain 
carriers increased the number of applicants for 
ere charters and thus kept prices down. 

The low water in the lakes bas been aserious ob- 
stacle to vesselmen during the entire season, and 
an apparent tendency teward a lower level has on 
two occasions been the cause of great and wide- 
spread alarm in shipping circles, strong appeals 
being made to Washington for relief. This has 
also prevented vessels from loading to their full 
capacity and,:of course, somewhat diminishes 
their profits. Tue appropriations by Congress 
for deepening all the principal ehannels through- 
out the lake region have been liberal, and work 
is already progressing on them satisfactorily 
and will be steadily continued. 

“Twenty-foot navigation is the end toward 
which work on the great through waterways 1s 
being prosecuted,” said Gen. O. M. Poe to-day 
in referring to contemplated water improve- 
ments. ‘‘That is as much as we can éver ex- 
pect to get nur’ at an enormous expenditure, 
Investigation shows that that is about the 
average depth obtainable in those channels, 
Anything beyond that—sven six inches—would 
be obtained only with an expenditure altogether 
out of proportion to the benefit received.” 

“Will the low water continue next season?” 
** Tt is impossible to judge as to that at present. 
In fact we will be unable to tell until next 
Spring. There will then be indications present 
from which an estimate as to the height of the 
water next season can be made, It all depends 
on the amount of deposit. The lakes aremerely 
basins in a great river and are governed as to 
the height of water by the same conditiens by 
which rivers are governed. After a season 
marked by a large fall of snow or rain, and es- 
peeially after several seasons so marked, high 
water can be leoked for.” 

The Sault Canal closed last night, all vessels 
desiring to pass either way having been locked 
through. The total amount of freight tennage 
passing this canal from the opening of the 
seasen up to last night was 6,419,278 tons, as 
against 5,494,649 tons last year. The value of 
this year’s freight passing through the canal is 
$92,293,000, a fact which indicates the enor- 
mous extent ofthe traffie coming from and going 
to the Lake Superior region and the great West 
beyond, and which is increasing steadily every 
year. Among the noticeable features of this 
vast freigat movement is the rapid annual in- 
crease in the lumber product, the manufacture 
of which is being steadily transferred to that 
remote section from the lower pertions of Wis- 
consin and Michigan. 





WORK OF THE MILLERS. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 5.—The Nerth- 
western Miller to-day says: 


There was quite a drop in the flour output last 
week, Dut hardly to the extent tha had been ex- 
pected. Some of the larger mills about to stop were 
operated a little stronger than usual, and the figures 
were kept up pretty well. Tho toial prodastion 
for the week was 83,200 barrels—averaging 13,86 
barrels daily—against 119,400 barrels the provious 
week and 102,300 barrels for the correspondin 
week in 1487, It has remained for the curren 
weok to witness the lightest operations so far. On 
Monday only 5 eut of the 22 mills in the city were 
running, and they wore not the larger ones. Oth- 
ers have started to-day, but there are still 10 left, 
representing a daily output of over 19,000 barrels, 
which will not turn a wheel this week. 

Millers are just now interested in freight rates 
from Chicago eastward. The trunk lines have 
agreed to a 25-cent rate on wheat and its pred. 
ucts from Chicago to New-York, to go into effect 
Dec, 17, which makes an advance of 10c, per barrel 
on flour. The Soo Road has so far given no notice 
of any similar advauee, but itis surmised that this 
line will hardly let the opportunity pass without 
at least asking part of the advance. Some of the 
larger tirms are storing here,and at preset there 
are probably 50,000 barrels in ‘the eity—about two 
days’ tae ae 

While a few firms reporta somewhat better feel. 
ingin the flour market, with a few small orders 
coming in, the general trade continues without life. 
There is some ne from abroad, but practicall 
moO Bales aro made. rhe direct exports last wee 
were the lightest on record, here | only 9,650 barrels, 
against 22,490 barrels the preceding week. Asking

THE LIBERTAD BAFE, 

NorFO.k, Va., Dec. 5.—The boat La Lib- 
ertad, Capt. Slocum, who has aw passengers his 
wife and two children, which sailed from Rio 
Janeiro the 24th of July, bound to Washington, 
D. C., and whieh was last reported at Beaufort, 
N. C.. on the 29th of November, arrived here 
this prorpiag safe and sound with all well on 
board. Capt. Slocum was the commander of 
the Baltimore bark Aquidneck, which wae lost 
260 miles south of Rig, and he purchased mate- 
rial and built the boat whieh has made such a 
remarkable voyage. The Libertad is 35 feet 
leng, 712 teet wide, and only 8 feet deep. She 
was built on a Japanese model with the rig of a 
Chinese junk, there being three masts, the main- 
sail being a &quare one, strengthened by bam- 
boo strips, The sails were made by Mrs. Slo- 
euf, who has aiso done a full sailor’s share in 
navigatigg the frail craft.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
jor to-day, in this city, light rain, follewed by 
Jair and decidedly colder weather. 








The “‘Senate substitute,” as it is called, 
for the House tax bill, was taken up in the 
Senate yesterday, and the policy of rapid 
action, as for the present decided upon by 
the Finance Committee, was pushed with a 
good deal of energy. Alfthe internal rey- 
enue clauses of the bill were voted upon, 
and all the Democratic amendmerts—which 
were offered by Senator VaNCcE—were voted 
down save one wholly unimportant one. 
There was very little debate. Mr. SHERMAN 
gave notice that hs had grave doubts as to 
the practicability of releasing from tax 
alcohol to be used 1n the arts without pro- 
moting great frauds, and that he would 
submit some amendments to this portion 
of the bill. When the chemical tariff 
schedule was reached Mr. McPHERSON 
pointed out, what is perfectly true, that no 
allowance had been made for the release of 
alcohol from duty, and that this release 
worked as a bounty to the chemical manu- 
facturers, but his argument produced no 
effect, and the schedule was approved be- 
fore the Senate adjourned, These proceed- 
ings were in Committee of the Whole, and 
our dispatches indicate that debate will 
take place in the Senate when the bill is 
reported from the Committee of the Whole.

In his argument in behalf of the Sugar 
Trust yesterday Mr. JAMES C, CARTER con- 


tended that the combination could not 
raise the price of sugar above a legitimate | 
level, for, he said, there is no limitation 
upon the supply and can be none. It may 
be produced in indefinite quantity by the 
mere application of labor and capital, and 
is produced in nearly every quarter of the 
globe. But he omitted to state that in this 
country there is a tax upon the importation 
of refined sngars which is in effect pro- 
hibitive, practically none but the grades 
which are the raw material of re. 
*finers being in fact imported. The only 
limit which confines the prices which a 
powerful combination of refiners may 
charge is that set by the duty on refined 
sugars. The plea that the trust cannot 
establish a monopoly is impaired by the 
fact thatit has the aid of the Government 
in maintaining a limited monopoly, and it 
is notorious that under the shelter of the 
tariff it has advanced prices and extracted 
inordinate profits from consumers since it 
was formed. It is only a fair inference that 
that is what it was formed for. 








The Inter-State Commerce Commission 
in its annual report discusses at some 
length the evils of rate wars, the reduction 
of rates below a remunerative level, and 
the failure of railroads to establish such 
relations with each other as shall result in 
the maintenance of reasonable and stable 
rates where they come in competition, but 
it makes no recommendation on the subject. 
The report says: ‘‘ While the commission is 
not at this time prepared to recommend 
general legislation toward the establish- 
ment and promotion of relations between 
carriers that shall better subserve the 
public interest than those which are now 
common, it must, nevertheless, look for- 
ward to the possibility of something 
of that natures beco ning at some time im- 
perative unless a great improvement in 
the existing condition of things is volun- 
tarily inaugurated.” Experience hardly 
gives hope that the railroads themselves 
will provide a remedy for the evils which 
spring from an unregulated competition 
without at the same time sacrificing public 
interests for the promotion of their own. 
Whatever regulation may be established 
for the maintenance of stable rates between 
lines competing in the same field will prob- 
ably have to be under some kind of public 
supervision and control. The commission 
seems to be at least a proper body to con- 
sider this problem and to aid in its solution. 


The opposition encountered in the House 
tothe project for the erection of a monu- 
ment to Major-Gen. Henry Knox seems to 
have been twefold. Im the first place there 








was a feeling that the monument business 
had been rather overdone of late, and the 
existence of no fewer than twelve bills on 
the calendar for the erection of additional 
monuments shows that the present Con- 
gress is somewhat heavily called upon 
for this kind of legislation. A second ob- 
jection touched a different question, that 
of the expediency of putting monuments to 
national heroes in places where an exceed- 
ingly small fraction of the people of the 
country will be likely tosee them. The mon- 
ument to Gen. Knox is to be erected, accord- 
ing to the pending bill, at Thomaston, in the 
State of Maine. It is quite certain that 
that is not the place where his military 
celebrity was acquired, and it seems to 
have been further believed that the monu- 
ment would not be seen by so many people 
in that place as if it were erected, for 
example, in the city of Washington, where 
not only the Thomaston people, but the 
people of a great many other towns and 
cities could go to see it. This, however, 
involves a very broad question as to where 
monuments erected by appropriations from 
Congress should be put, the argument 
that local contributions combined with 
those of Congress should be allowed to 
select the place having an undoubted force. 








The abolition of the American Jockey 
Club will not be lamented by the commu- 
nity, and will be heartily approved by that 
part of it which likes to see horse races. 
Jerome Park has possessed the distinction 
of being the only race course near New- 
York that could be reached by land, and 
this advantage should, and with better 
management would, have protected it 
against injurious rivalry. But, though the 
nearest, Jerome Park has been practically 
the least accessible of the suburban tracks, 
and the management has of late been such 
as to repel both the owners of race 
horses and the public. It has actually 
failed to pay the expenses of a 
meeting when tracks less favorably situ- 
ated but better managed were highly 
prosperous. Itis to be hoped that the new 
organization which takes its. place will 
take pains to make its new track accessible 
and that it may suceceedin combining the 
elements of attractiveness that draw to 
Jerome Park those who ride in chariots 
with those that have diverted across, the 
East River the crowds of those who are 
content to go to the races in public convey- 
ances. 





The Philadelphia cricketers who achieved 
such success with the team sent to Great 
Britain and Ireland a few years ago have 
now arranged a schedule of games fer an- 
other visit, to take place next July and 
August. The new eleven may fairly expect 
to make a record worthy of their prede- 
cessors, and one accordingly exceedingly 
creditable to American cricketing. One of 
the gratifying features ofjthe former tour of 
the Philadelphians was that the team was 
composed of native-born cricketers, and 
also of amateurs exclusively. Doubtless 
the same will be true of the new venture, 
and, judging from the former success, 
wherever it encounters gentlemen players, 
drawn from localities about equivalent in 
extent to its own, it will doitself abundant 
credit. Of course the Philadelphians will 
not be able to vanquish those noted Lon- 
don cricket organizations which practically 
represent the picked amateurs of all Eng- 
land. The drawback to this proposed visit 
is that it is likely to take away some of the 
interest in cricket matches next Summer 
on this side of the ocean. 











AN UNPARTISAN TREASURY SERV- 
ICE. 

There is one portion of Mr. FAIRCHILD’s 
report that deserves more. than passing 
attention. After stating that almost all 
the subordinate service of the Treasury De- 
partment is appointed under the civil serv- 
ice rules, and that the Coast Survey, the 
Life-Saving Service, the Revenue Marine, 
the Marine Hospital, and the Lightheuse 
Services ‘‘areina large measure removed 
from political influences,” and “that much 
has been gained in this regard in all these 
branches, and particularly in the latter,” 
the Secretary says: 

“Ifthe Customs and Internal Revenue Serv- 
ices were amalgamated into one service and 
then made stristly non-partisan like the revenue 
marine, it could be freed from its local charae- 
ter and made a general service, se that a 
peculiarly efticient Collector, Appraiser, or 
other officer could be sent to a port where bis 
services were especially needed, and the location 
of these officers might be changed from time to 
time, thus providing an efficient check upon 
each other. Such a system, if adepted, would, 
in my judgment, promete afficiency and econo- 
my. It has been tried to a small extent during 
the past year with very good results.” 


Thisisan exceedingly simple, but very 
important proposition, and it involves the 
substance of all that has been sought in the 
reform of the civil service since the lament- 
ed Mr. JENCKES of Rhode Island first brought 
up the subject in Congress some twenty 
years ago. The main object of the reform 
has been from the outset to ‘‘ remove the 
service from political influences,” not 
only in order to secure a better return for 
the money of the people, and to save the Gov- 
ernment from the confusion and waste pro- 
duced by frequent changes made for reasons 
other than the requirements of the service, 
but alse to get rid of the demoralization 
and corruption of politics by the spoils 
system. 

Mr. FaIrcHILD, with his experience as an 
administrative officer, approaches the sub- 
ject in his report from tho business point 
of view, and from this the reform is amply 
justified. There is now, whatever there 
may have been a quarter of a century ago, 
not the slightest reason why the customs 
and internal revenue should not be consoli- 
dated into one service. In a very large 
number of cases the duties of the two sery- 
ices could readily be performed by the same 
officers or by a very moderate addition to 
the force of the office that has now the 
most business. This would result in a cer- 
tain economy, but, what is of more impor- 
tance, it would also securdy gieator efficien- 
cy. The two services could be supervised 
with little more trouble than is now re- 
quired for the larger one, and much better 
discipline and more thorough performance 
of duty could be enferced. The.only seri- 
ous opposition to a change of this sort will 
come from those who de not wish to see the 
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number of offices reduced that can be set 
up as the prizes of political warfare. If 
they were no longer to be had as such 
prizes this objection would cease. 

And with it would be removed the ob- 
stacles to the larger reform proposed by Mr. 
FAIRCHILD, namely, a service in which the 
various officers could be assigned for serv- 
ice atthe posts where they would be most 
efficient without regard to local claims. 
This is so obvious a requirement of any 
really efficient service that nothing but the 
dense obfuscation born of the spoils idea 
prevents its general recognition. Any cor- 
poration doing business over a large ter- 
ritory, and able to gtve fair compensation, 
reasonable hope of advance, and a perma- 
nence of employment in proportion to the 
excellence of the work done, would never 
think of hampering itself by a rule assign- 
ing its employés to fixed districts. It would 
avail itself at all times of the talent and 
skill and energy at its disposal, and would 
distribute them in the manner in which it 
was thought that they would be the most 
valuable. That the Federal Government, 
which, so far as the collection of the reve- 
nue is concerned, is nothing but a business 
agency, and should be managed by business 
methods, would gain greatly by such a 
change is clear. In addition to other ad- 
vantages is the one mentioned by the Sec- 
retary, that the shifting of officers from 
one place to another at discretion would 
afford a check upon all of them. 

We do not expect that the recommenda- 
tions of Mr. FarRcHILp will receive very 
much attention at present. They have 
been uniformly neglected by the Congress 
when tho majority in the House was of the 
same political party asthe Secretary. They 
are not likely to be adopted by a party that 
has already shown a greedy desire for all 
attainable plunder quite as strong as that 
of their opponents after a much longer ex- 
clusion from office. But that they will ulti- 
mately prevail we have no doubt. It is 
practically impossible that the business of 
this great Government can be forever car- 
ried on in the manner that it is now con- 
ducted, though there has already been a 
marked improvement. The removal ef the 
service from political influences, and, what 
is of far greater importance, the removal of 
the corrupting and demoralizing influence 
of the spoils system from our politics, are 
requirements that are slowly but steadily 
meeting the intelligent recognition of the 
public. What progress has already been 
made has been won against great opposi- 
tion and on the merits of the reform. The 
fact that neither party dares openly to op- 
pose it or to suggest its abandonment, when 
both of them would throw it to the winds 
with delight if it were safe to do so, is en- 
couraging. The same persistent agitation 
will go on. The intelligence and the con- 
science of the people will be as constantly 
appealed to, andin the end the cause of 
pure politics and common sense will carry 
the day. 


MR. CLEVELAND'S POPULAR PLU- 
RALITY. 


Commenting upon the fact that President 
CLEVELAND received at the recent election 
a plurality of the popular vote, which it 
puts at 80,000, but which is probably not 
much short of 100,000, the Philadelphia 
Times declares that ‘‘ this is the first time in 
the history of the Government that the 
popular vote has been overruled by the 
Electoral College” since it was the House 
of Representatives, voting by States, 
that gave JOHN Quincy ADAMS his elec- 
tion over JACKSON in 1824, when the latter 
had a majority of 50,000, and the Elec- 
toral Cemmission, not the Electoral College, 
which seated HayrEs 1n 1876, when TIL- 
DEN had a popular plurality of 250,000 
votes. Though he will be a minority Presi- 
dent, Mr. HaRRISON will not for that reason 
be any the less the President of the 
party which gave him and bought for 
him a majority in the Electoral College. 
That party will expect him to make the 
“sweep” just as clean, to reward the active 
partisan and favor the faithful worker just 
as generously as though the popular plu- 
rality had been on his side; and the benefi- 
ciaries of tariff trusts will not be less for- 
ward to press upon him their personal views 
concerning duties on imports. 

About the’ only comfort Democrats can 
get out of Mr. CLEVELAND’s popular plural- 
ity, unprecedented as it is for a defeated 
candidate, is the lawful privilege of affirm- 
ing that the country is with the President 
and not against him, and that it favors 
tariff referm. These assertions cannot be 
gainsaid, but since the constitutional ma- 
chinery for registering the will of the people 
in choosing Presidents takes account only 
of the Electors chosen in the various States, 
and ignores the popular vote of the country 
as a unit, the exercise of this privilege 
will not be likely to convince the least res- 
olute Republican that the popular figures 
possess any significance which he is bound 
to respect. 


As confirming the well-grounded charge 


that Mr. HAaRRISON’s election was pro- 
cured through bribery and corrupt  bar- 


gaining, a charge which finds new suppert- 
ing evidence and wider belief every day, 
these figures will receive, however, the at- 
tention of students of our electoral meth- 
od. Theincrease in Mr. CLEVELAND’S popu- 
lar vote as compared with 1884 is much 
greater than the increase of HARRISON’S 
vote over BLAINE, and the plurality of Mr. 
CLEVELAND now is 98,000, against 62,000 
four yearsago. It is evident from this that 
the popular drift is toward the Democratic 
Party, not away from it. This tendency 
Mr. Quay and Mr. Dupiry and Mr. 
WANAMAKER could not have triumphed 
over had the election been determined by 
the vote of the people atilarge. Profuse as 
were the contributions of the protected 
manufacturers and trusts, they were swal- 
lowed up in the purchase of a plurality of 
14,000 in New-York and one of 2,000 in 
Indiana, with some further outlay, of 


‘course, in other States like West Vir- 


ginia and New-Jersey and what moralists 
and politicians would agree in call- 
ing the ‘legitimate’ expenses of 
the campaign. To have overcome the 
plurality of nearly 100,000 still remain- 
ing to Mr, CLEVELAND would have been 
impossible without frying out of the pro- 
tected millionaires the last vestige of their 
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accumulated “fat”—a process to which 
they would never have submitted. 

Without the interposition of the cum- 
brous electoral machinery Mr. CLEVELAND 
would have been President four vears more, 
But it is objected that the device of an 
Electoral College enables us to determine 
the result within a few heurs of the 
closing of the polls, and so averts doubts 
and disputes. That is true. It is not 
certain, however, that celerity in gain- 
ing the knowledge is worth providing for at 
the expense of seating in the Executive 
chair a man whom a large plurality of the 
voters of the country have declared to be 
less acceptable tojthem than his opponent. 








THE EIGHI1H ASSEMBLY DISTRICT. 


The position which JOHN J. O’BRIEN has 
so long maintained in the Republican or- 
ganization in this city is due to the control 
which he has managed to obtain. over votes 
in the Eighth Assembly District. That 
district lies on the east side of the Bowery 
between Stanton and Division streets, ex- 
tending about eight blocks to the eastward. 
It has a very large foreign population, made 
up in considerable part of the more ignorant 
and vicious of our naturalized citizens. 
Many of them have no knowledge of the 
English language, and more of them 
have no conception of our political 
principles or of the duties and rfe- 
sponsibilities of American citizenship. 
The district is full of liquor saloons, cheap 
lodging houses, disreputable resorts, and 
the haunts of criminals, mingled with ten- 
ement houses and homes of the poor, some 
of whose denizens, no doubt, are fairly in- 
telligent and honest. It is an unfavorable 
district for the display of civic virtues and 
for the wholesome working of the system 
of universal suffrage. Itis an inviting field 
for the unscrupulous demagegue and the 
shrewd manipulator of ignorant and cor- 
ruptible voters. It is a district in which 
there is little hope of a majority of votes for 
a party that relies on convincing the pev- 
ple of the soundness of its principles, the 
integrity of its purposes, and the purity of 
its methods. It is rather to be controlled 
by those who pander to ignorant prejudices, 
appeal to selfish passions, and make the 
right to vote in some way a personal profit 
to those who exercise it. 

It makes little difference to what party 
the politicians belong who are able to 
“carry” such a district. It depends upon 
their ability and willingness to use the 
methods by which it can be done. Itisone 
of those districts which in this city are 
generally regarded as “naturally Demo- 
cratic,” because in former times it was 
assumed that such a population would in- 
evitably fall under the sway of politicians 
who were to be found only in the Demo- 
cratic Party. JoHN J. O’BRIEN went into 
the Eighth District prepared to use the 
means necessary to divide the vote and 
secure a majority of it for the Republican 
Party. Hedid not go there to *nlighten 
the people upon political principles or 
public policies or to show them 
the distinction between the parties 
which contend for supremacy in this coun- 
try. He has not been wont to hold meet- 
ings to discuss great questions or to circu- 
late instructive and persuasive literature. 
He has gathered about him agents suitable 
to his purposes and worked through the 
saloons and vicious resorts, the lodging 
houses, and tenements. He has rewarded 
his chief workers with nominations or pub- 
lic employment so far as he could and with 
money when patronage gave out. His can- 
didates have been gamblers and rumsellers, 
and many of his agents and workers have 
been notorious criminals, and all his ap- 
peals have been to the baser motives of 
human nature. Through the Republican 
organization of this city he has been sup- 
plied with all needed funds for his purposes, 
and itis by the skillful and unscrupulous 
use of these that he has succeeded in con- 
trolling this peculiar district. 

There has probably never been a time 
since O’BRIEN wentinto the Eighth District 
to “redeem” it that his methods were not 
fully understood, and so long as he “‘ worked 
straight” for Republican candidates he re- 
mained in goed standing and was even held 
in honor. But with the handling of much 
money for uses which would not bear scru- 
tiny, and in which no accounting could be 
exacted, came the temptation to the leader 
to feather hisown nest. With the power to 
control great masses of votes and to usethem 
at will came also the temptation to dispose 
of them to other biddersthan his own 
party. He endeavored to maintain his 
standing with that party by securing as 
many votes as possible for its leading can- 
didates while trading and trafficking with 
those of less impoftance. In the recent 
election O’BRIEN took all the money the 
party leaders would supply and carried his 
district for the Electoral ticket, while he 
ruthlessly sold outthe candidates for Mayor 
and member of Congress, accepting pay 
therefor from the enemy. 

O’BRIEN is now brought to book and is to 
be cast out of the Republican organization 
and his “machine” in the Eighth District is 
to be broken up, not because of the disrep- 
utable and corrupt methods which he has 
always used, but because he has turned 
those methods against some of the candi- 
dates of his party. It 1s for his party 
treachery and not his corrupt political 
methods that he is so severely called to 
account. The offense is rank beyond 
doubt, but are the means by which 
the Eighth District has been made 
Republican in {years past under O’BRIEN’s 
management such as the party authorities 
approved of? Are they willing there or 
elsewhere to uphold the means fer the sake 
of the end? There is no doubt that the 
means were successful in that district and 
it may be that better means would fail, but 
are they justified by a few hundred more 
votes for President or Governor and 
the presence among Republican legisla- 
tors of such statesmen as the Hunga- 
rian gambler and rumseller known as 
CHARLES SMITH, with the chance of 
having candidates slaughtered whom 
the district leader finds a profit in selling 
out? Isthere not danger that the party 
will lose more through the disgust excited 
by this kind of local success and the dis- 
trust produced by countenancing such 
methods than it can possibly gain? We 
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propound the question for the consideration 
of those who direct the organization of the 
party, and not with a view to attempting 
an answer. With the achievements of 
Quay and DuDLEy fresh in mind, we are 
no longer encouraged to assume that the 
political methods of the Eighth District are 
wholly inconsistent with the character and 
good name of the party that has so long 
tolerated them. 








OUR INTERESTS IN SAMOA, 


The guarded reference of the President’s 
message to affairs in Samoa may perhaps be 
ascribed to the fact that current events in 
the islands are influencing the political 
status there. Recently the followers of 
MATAAFA gained another sanguinary vic- 
tory over those of TAMASESE and drove 
them into still narrower limits. This is 
not strange, since MATAAFA represents the 
cause of the deposed Kine MALIETOA, who 
was kidnapped and carried off by the Ger- 
mans. The great body of the natives are 
on the side of MATAAFA, whose dethrone- 
ment was in direct contravention of the 
understanding of Great Britain, Germany, 
and the United States for joint action in 
the archipelago. It is now noticeable that, 
since the successful rebellion has shown 
that TAMASESE, who owed his elevation to 
the Germans, is disliked by the people, no 
new intervention has yet taken place by 
the German naval forces, although the 
chief adviser of TaMASsESE, Herr Bran- 
DEIS, is a leader in the German resident 
population. 

Nevertheless, the conduct of the German 
war vessel Adler appears to have been most 
irritating to the English and American res- 
idents, and probably would have been more 
so but for the presence of the British man- 
of-war Lizard and the Nipsic of our own 
navy. There is good reason to apprehend 
that on the arrival of the German squadron, 
said to be now on the way there, the entire 
German naval forces will openly attack the 
army of MATAAFA and do their best for its 
extermination. 

There is a popular impression that our 
trade with Apia is too small, in comparison 
with that of Great Britain and Germany, to 
make it worth worrying about. But the 
confidential report of Mr. GrorGEe H. 
BaTEs, the Special Agent of the State 
Department, declares ‘*that American cit- 
izens have acquired in Samoa substantial 
property interests; that a very large pro- 
portion of imports into that country con- 
sists of American goods, and that, with re- 
spect to exports, while these have until a 
recent period been principally by the Ger- 
man company, a very large proportion of 
the copra which is claimed by the Germans 
as having been exported by them from 
Samoa is brought from other islands to 
Apia,” that being a port for collecting and 
shipping this product. Mr. TRAVERS stated 
to Mr. BATES that the German firms claimed 
to have imported for the year 1885 goods 
to the value of $281,613; in the same 
period the Americans are said to have im- 
ported a value of $146.000, and the 
English a value of $115,000. These sums, 
it is added, do not include the ‘full exports. 
But thisis not the essential question. In 
Samoa, as in Morocco, we protect American 
rights not as invoice calculations but as 
national sentiment. ‘‘I understand it,” 
said Mr. BATES, with becoming spirit, * to 
be consistent with the policy of our Gov- 
ernment in administering protection to the 
persons and property of its cltizens not to 
calculate closely the number of the former 
and the exact money value of the latter. 
In foreign lands, as in our own coun- 
try, one American citizen who cunforms 
himself to the laws of the place of his 
residence is entitled to have asserted in 
his behalf, if necessary, all the power of 
his own Government, whether it be to 
protect his life, his liberty, or his property 
rights, be they large or small.” 

We shall soon learn from Capt. LEary 
of the Adame, which has been relieved by 
the Nipsic, about the alleged ill treatment 
of American residents in Apia. But it is 
already evident that American influence, 
once paramount there and known to be 
free from any desire for annexation, has 
now greatly declined. 

The change of late years in Germany’s at- 
titude is indicated from a letter written by 
Secretary FRELINGHUYSEN to Minister Kas- 
son, Feb. 17, 1885, saying that tive days 
previous Mr. H. VON ALVENSLEBEN, the 
German Minister, had informed him of a 
telegram received by Princs BISMARCK from 
the German Consul at Apia, stating that 
“he had been obliged to hoist his 
flag to make reprisals.’ Mr. von AL- 
VENSLEBEN said that ‘‘ the German Gov- 
ernment did not know what this meant, 
but wished to assure the Government of the 
United States that they did not intend to 
interfere in any way with the present state 
of affairs in Samoa, which met with their 
approval.” A fortnight later Mr. FRE- 
LINGHUYSEN received from Mr. Kasson 
similar assurances given to the latter at 
Berlin, and also tothe English Ambassador. 
The German Government, said the Chan- 
cellor through his son, Count HERBERT 
BISMARCK, ‘“‘had no intention to vio- 
late the understanding with the United 
States and England, but, on the con- 
trary, would maintain it. They neither 
intended to take possession nor to establish 
a protectorate there, but would adhere to 
the status quo.” He ‘‘desired my Govern- 
ment,” added Mr. Kasson, “to know 
promptly that if the Consular act signified 
either, it was unauthorized and would be 
disavowed.” To-day we see a pretender to 
the Samoan throne set up solely by German 
armed intervention, the lawful sovereign 
being overthrown by that same armed in- 
tervention. This was accomplished last 
year, as Mr. Bayarp’s documents laid he- 
fore Congress have shown, after repeated 
and solemn assurances of joint actfon with 
Great Britain and the United States in Sa- 
moa, and even without previous notifica- 
tion that war had been declared against 
MALIETOA by Germany. The true charac- 
ter of this conduct appears the clearer 
from the fact that our former American 
Consul, Mr. GREENEBAUM, who had de- 
clared a protectorate at MALIETOAa’s request, 
for the sake of shielding him against Gor- 
man designs, was recalled for that act, and 
his conduct disavowed. Such facts show 
that German armed intervention at the 








present time to uphold TAMASESE need sur- 
pris6 no one.

IGNORANOE AT THE POLLS, 


—--s—— 
AN EDUCATIONAL QUALIFICATION WANT- 
ED IN THE SOUTH. 

CHARLESTON, 8, C., Dec. 5.—South Caro- 
lina will not recover from the political revolu- 
tion of 1876 for 20 generations. The results of 
that sontest, good and bad together, stiok to the 
Rtate like a porous plaster. The extraordinary 
methods resorted to then, under the spur of ab- 
solute necessity, have not served to purify elec- 
tions nor to remove the cancer of the colored 
vote. Besides, there were evidences at the 
recent Demoeratic elections in several ceun- 
ties of this State of a disposition to in- 
troduce questionable methods in the settle- 


ment of purely party matters. The situation 
in this respect is regarded as so asrious 
that a bill has been introduced in the Legialat- 
ure for the regulation of primary elections. 
The billis' modeled after the New-York iaw. 
But the general political situation in "as State 
is of far greater consequence. It is the igaorant 
nOXTO Vote that rests like a pall upon the State. 
As long as there is no educational qualification 
upon sufirage there will be sharp practice et the 
polls. Honest men recognize the fact, and are dis- 
posed to make education aqualification for voters 
white and black alike. The News and Qourier 
takes the bull by the horns, and gets a pace 
which sooner or later South Carolina and aA 
the other negro-ridden Southern States will 
have to follow. In the sourse of a long and 
vigorous editerial article it says: 

“But tho eignt-bex law. thouch it has served 
its purpose well, is an evasion afterall. It 
would be far better and far manlier, in our 
opinion, to grasp the difliculty squarely at once, 
and amend the Constitution of the State so as 
to impose an educational qualification upon the 
voters. The objections to it are familiar te 
every one; but there is no objection to it whieh 
is 80 grave that it should be allowed to prevent 
the supersession of a law which compels the 
adoption of tortuous methods when the plain 
and honest way is open before us. The eight- 
box law, necessary as it was, and beneficial as 
its operation has been, is demoralizing to the 
people of the State. It must lower the younger 
men in particular, in their own eyes, to 
see that the spirit of our institutions is violated 
atevery election. It is beneath the dignity of 
the State to admit that there isnot statesman- 
ship enough in South Carolina to face the een- 
sequences of ignorant sulfrage and overcome 
them without political trick or subterfuge. It 
will be contended no doubt that by imposing an 
educational qualification the State will lose 
representation in Congress, and therefore in 
the Electoral College. Admitting that this will 
be 80, although other States which impose such 
& qualification lose no representatien ef any ac- 
count, it is better by far to surrender a Con- 
gressman or two than to persevere in ways and 
means which injure eur people at home and 
give them a bad name abroad, and se hinder, 
more seriously than the thoughtless imagine, 
= progress.and development of South Car- 
olina. 

‘‘There is always, too, the broad ground that 
it is not a ‘denial’ of the right to vote to aflix 
@ condition which can easily be complied with 
by the means provided by the State. The pub- 
lie schools give to every one the opportunity to 
learn to read and write, and it skunld not be 
considered a denial of the rignt to vote to re- 
quire that only those who have availed them- 
solves of the oppertunities given them shall en- 
joy that privilege. No ‘denial,’ nu loss wf 
representation. What we say of South Carolina 
we say likewise of every State which is exposea 
to similar political cenditions. There would soon 
be an end to sectionalism, and all that 
the word implies, if in every State 
there were such qualification of the suffrage as, 
without even the suggestion of fraud, would 
give the control of affairs to the responsible and 
educated people of the Commonwealth. Thera 
would be no more talk of reeonstruction if the 
States which are affected were to move on this 
line. It would vontent Gen. Harrison and the 
majority of the Republican Party. More im- 
portant than this, it would satisfy the thought- 
ful people of the States and give them fresh 
hope and new courage in the knewledge that 
there was nothing in their election laws and 
election methods to apologize for or to make 
them ashamed.”

APATHY. 


WHY HARRISON RECEIVED SUCH A PLU- 
RALITY IN MONROE COUNTY. 


RocHEsTeR, N. Y., Dec. 5.—When the 
causes of Mr. Cleveland’s defeat in this State 
come to be considered Monroe is naturally 
looked to for a considerable share of the re- 
sponsibility. It was here that, four years ago, 
the Democratic candidate was openly epposed 
by many Demoerats and barely supported by 
others high in the eonfidence of the State’s 
party leaders. 

In many quarters the apathy that character- 
ized the Democratic campaign of 1884 in this 
eounty was again apparent in the canvass 
1888. President Cleveland had one trusty 
Heutenant in the person of Postmaster Valen- 
tine Fleckenstein, who doubtless did what he 
could. The members of the County Committee, 
on the other hand, undoubtedly conducted mat- 
ters in a very leisurely fashion. Campaizgu 
headquarters were opened in the Hote! Bar- 
tholomay, where campaign literature in abuu- 
dance was obtainable, but few committeemen 
frequented the place, and, in consequence, it 
presented a notable contrast to the bustling 
activity displayed in jthe Republican Commit- 
tee’s rooms. President Tracy of the Board of 
Aldermen was Chairman of tbe committee 
His ward, the First, showed considcrabia 
Republican gains over 1884, when Blaine 
earried the eounty by the phenomenal plurality 
of 5,000. “Val” Fleckenstein’s ward, the 
Eighth, is Republican, but it showed consider- 
able Democratic gains compared with the vote 
of 1884. That Harrison should have had a 
plurality of nearly 5,000 in this ceunty is in- 
deed significant, when it is remembered that 
last year Monroe returned all three Democratis 
candidates for the Assembly and the Democratic 
nominee for State Senator. 

Documents were plenty at the Demoeratic 
Headquarters in the Hetel Bartholomay, but lit- 
tle or no systematic attempt to distribute them 
was made. With the exception of the mass of 
literature taken out by the tally-he coaeh which 
visited tne several towns of the county during 
the two weeks preceding election, nething, or 
next to nothing, was done with the vast quan- 
tites of documents furnished by the State Cen- 
tral Committee, and no such wholesale distri- 
bution as was made of similar matter by the 
Republican Committee was attempted. 

The one distinguishing feature of the Democratic 
campaign in this county was apathy. Few well- 
known Democrats forsook their party; none 
seemed to be working against Cleveland, with 
the exeeption of the Hon. Levi J. De Land, ex- 
State committeeman of Fairfield, who carly in 
the campaign announced himself for Harrison 
on the “ protective” issue. But no hard work 
for the tieket was apparent any where. 





THE GOVERNOK FOR BVANS. 


THE DISPUTED CONGRESSIONAL ELEC- 
TION IN TENNESSEE. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 5.—Gov. Taylor 
returned te-day from East Tennessee, and an- 
nounced that he would issue the cortificate of 
election te the Hon. H. C. Evans, Republican 
candidate for Congress in the Third District, 
whose election is contested by the Hon. C. F. 
Bates, Democrat. It will be remembered that 
the Governor and Mr. Ailison, the Secretary of 
State, wbo compose the State Board of Can- 
vassers, differed as to the issuanee of the cer- 
tificate. Mr. Allison declared that he woulda 


not sign a certificate issued to Mr. Evans be- 
cause the Governor had previously written one 
for Mr. Bates, which was afterward destroyed 
by the Governer. The Geverner explained 
that he had prepared the Bates certificato as a 

recaution agaist mandamus proceediags, and 

eceming satisfied seon afterward that it was 
not the proper thing to do he tore it up. 

It has been whispered for @ day or twe that 
steps would be taken to prevent the Governor 
from issuing the certificate to Mr. Evans, and 
to-day it was currently reported that Mr. 
Allison had granted a flat restraining the Gov- 
ernor from delivering the certificate to the Re- 
publican candidate. An attorney for Mr. Evans 
said that the fiat had been issued, but that he 
did not know when the injunction would be 
served. ltis very proDable that tke Bates men 
will let the Governor hear from them in a day 
or twe, and that some very interesting procesd- 
ings will follow. 

The Governor admits that the certiticate fer 
Mr. Bates was made out and signed by him, but 
says that it was not officially reeorded on the 
books of the Secretary of State, and cannot 
therefore be regarded as an ofticialact. The 
interest in the contest has been revived by to- 
day’s developments, and the legal fight will be 
watched with eagerness by botn parties. 





THE OANAL SEASON AT AN END. 

Lockport, N.’Y., Dec. 5.—There have 
been 25 lockages, all west-bound boats, sinee 
ghe canal closed, last Friday night, up to noon 
to-day. The last boats up were a fleet of four, 
which passed through this morning bound for 
Baffale and belonging to Capt. Frank Beadle. 
Two were loaded with nitrate ofsoda and two 
were light. Capt. Beadle says his were the last 
boats of his fleet of 13 to leave New-York ana 
that he had a pretty rough experienee to get 
his four through. It was pretty smoetn sailing 
since he left Roehester. His boats will bein 
Buffalo to-night. This will probably end the 
canal season, although ene tier of looks will be 
kept open some time longer.

BRITISH POLITICAL 


IRISH QUESTION. 
EN. WOLSELEY AND LORD RANDOLPH 
'  BorH MAKE DENIALS—MORE OUT- 
RAGE STORIES BY IRISH INFORMERS. 


LONDON, Dec. 5.—Owing to a report that 
Gen.:Welseley had been in communication with 
Lord: Randolph Churchill and had inspired the 
latter’s attack upon the Suakin expedition on 
aceeunt of the inadequacy of the proposed 
force, Mr. Stanhope, the War Secretary, wrote 
a letter to Gen. Wolseley on the subject, asking 
him upon what military authority he supported 
Lord Randolph’s views. Gen. Wolseley, in his 
reply,.says that thers has been no imterchange 
of confidences between himself and Lord Ran- 
dolph’and that he is not responsible for the lat- 
ter’s statements. 

The Conservative charge thas Churchill teok 


the Government by surprise last night while 
warning the Liberals to prepare for a division 
fe explained by Churchill’s friends. They as- 
gertthat he informed the Government early 
yesterday that he intended to move an adjourn- 
ment, but that he did not place the motion upon 


the notice paper, fearing it might be blecked. 


Lord Randolph himself emphatically denies ' 


that he communicated with the Liberal whips 
on, the subject. 

Inthe House of Commons to-night Mr. James 
Stuart, a Home Rule Radical, moved the rejec- 
tion.of the report on the vote for the Irish See- 
retary’s office, his objedt being to discuss a 


statement by the Vicerey te the effect that 160 
derelict farms from whieh tenants had been 
evicted were readily relet. Mr. Stuart contend- 
ed that this statement was a gross error. Dere- 
liet farms were never relet, a fact that demon- 
strated the failure of the Government’s policy 
in Ireland. 

Mr. Balfour, Chief Secretary for Ireland, said 
he gathered from Mr. Stuart’s remarks that the 
@laastenians wanted to keep the derelict farms 
unlet. [‘* Hear, hear!’’) This implied approval 
of a system of intimidatiens to prevent farm- 
ers from exercising their industry, unless with 
the approval of certain politicians. The Vice- 
roy’s report on the reletting of farms was based 
upon ofiicial returns and could not be ques- 
tioned. The vete was approved without a 
division. 

Upon the opening of the ParneJl Commission 
to-day, Sergt. Moroney read a report he had 
made of a speeoh by Mr. Tanner, member of 


Parliament for the Middle Division of Cork, de-: 


nouncing a man named Heggarty, who had been 
boycotted. On cross-examination, Moreney 
paid this was his first attempt at reporting.

to-day at Armentiéres. 


BRUSSELS, Dec. 5.—A number of men who 
sre on strike in Belgium exploded dynamite 
sartridges in the vicinity of the houses of ob- 
poxieus empleyers last night, but no one was 
Injured. At several places in Belgium the 
strikers have paraded the streets bearing Freneh 
flags, which they cheered heartily. It is ex- 
pected that the German Government will com- 
plain to Belgium against sueh demonstrations. 


MR. BRIGHT’S CONDITION. 
LONDON, Dec. 5.—A dispatch from Roch- 
fale at 3 o’clock this afternoon stated that Mr.

“OLD HUTOH’S” OLERK. 


THE GREAT SPECULATOR’S CONFIDENCE 
SADLY BETRAYED. 

CuicaGco, Dec. 5.—Six months ago B. P. 
Hutchinson, familiarly known as “ Old Hutch,” 
advertised fora clerk. He got one, and to-day 
he was again advertising for him, but he was 
not so easily found as at first. He had left the 
city under circumstances which apparently do 
not warrant expectation of a voluntary or 
early return. This clerk was Frank H. Bates. 
He was a member of the board, and was with 
Pp, J. MeCleary for, three or four years and up 
to the time that firm went to pieces in 
the celebrated Harper wheat deal. Hutchin- 
son’s advertisement caught Bates’s eye. He 
applied and got the place, and from present in- 
dieations was as mueh interested in the Septem- 
ber wheat deal as was his employer. His profits 
were not as large in the aggregate, but the per- 
centage on the investment double discounted 


that of old Hutoh, 1f rumor if half right. 


Whether he got away with $5,000 or $35,000 is 
not known by any man who will tell, but the 
impression is that the figure may be safely 
placed at $20,000 at least. Certainly the 
amount that Bates got out of the old man in 
one way er another is large. 

Bates was a fast young man foraclerk. His 
friends knew that he conld not be drawing a 
very big galary from “Old Hutch,” because 
‘Old Hutch” pays no very big salaries. Never- 
theless, Bates was able to gratify his taste for 
good wine and expensive clothes and diamonds 
in a mysterious way. He didn’t wear the dia- 
monds while “Old Hutch” was areund, but out 
of sight of the speculator he blazed like a pawn 
broker’s window. His modesty ef bearing 
won the old man, and a_ sudden ex- 
hibition of industry early one wmorn- 
ing put the young man in a *_tfirm 
place in “Old Hutch’s” heart. Bates, after a 
night with the boys, went over to sleep the few 
hours before work on the lounge at the Corn 
Excnange Bank. It was 5 o’clock A. M. and 
Bates expected no one, ard was surprised when 
he heard the old man’s step on the stairs, He 
arose quickly, pulled off his coat, hauled out a 
set of books, and went to work nobly. “Ola 
Hutch” was so affected by this incident that he 
bought a Board of Trade membership for Frank 
— him into his confidence in the wheat

It was through that famous squeeze that 
Bates made the money with which hoe skipped. 
One of the ways by which he could beat the 
old man is simple. If ordered by his employer 
to buy 200,000 bushels he would buy an ad- 
ditienal 50,000 for himself first, and, taking ad- 
vantage fof the rise in price created by the 
other purchase, sell his own share. He is said 
to have made several thousands in this 
manner. “ Old Hutch” discharged him about 
@ week age when faint steries of the young 
man’s riches reached his ears. Immediately 
afterward there was ap examination of Bates’s 
account, with the natural result that several 
—— were looking for the young man to-day.

UNFINISHED ACTORS. 

Some of the pupils of the new Department 
of Instruetion of the Madison-Square Theatre 
publicly displayed at the theatre yesterday 
afternoon what little knowledge of the art of 
acting they had gained during 10 weeks of 
study under the supervision of Dion Boucieault. 
The house was filled; “interns” and “externs” 
of the new school were there in profusion with 
their friends. There was a great deal of ap- 
plause for Boucicault, who made a speech, in 
which he likened the new school of acting to 
the Paris Conservatoire, and explained his 
method of imparting imstraction, whieh 
seems to resemble that of Mr. Squeers, 
who, when a pupil had = spelled and 
detined the word “olean,” sent him te clean the 
baek parlor windows by way of fixing the sig- 
nificance of the word in the pupil’s mind. The 
practical results of Mr. Boucicault’s method 


may differ from those of Mr, Squeers’s system. 


The back parlor windows of Dotheboys Hall 
were certainly cleaned after a fashion, but it 
will take eonsiderably more than 10 weeks to 
demonstrate whether or not Mr. Boucicault’s 
pupils can act. 

One peonliar feature of all public exhibitions 
of students of the actor’s art was not lacking in 
the performance. The young men were gon- 
erally thin, awkward, weak of voice, and pain- 
fully incompetent, It is likely that youug men 
of robust physique with good voices can find 
openings on the stage without submitting them- 
selves to the preliminary processes of a training 
school. There rarely has Soon & mere ludicrous 
exhibition in an important New-York theatre 
than that made by the three youths who were 
supposed to represent the King of France, 
the Dauphin, and Cardinal Pandulph in the 
scene from ‘* King John” yesterday. The spec- 
tator was impressed with the idea that he must 
have wandered into the repairing shop of the 
Eden Musée. The exponents ef royalty and the 
church looked like dilapidated wax figures. Not 
ene of the three gave any indication of dramat- 
ic intelligence. They were awkward, ungainly, 
and inaudible. It 18 not possible that Mr. Bou- 
cicault, who has always been something ot a 
wag, really thinks their performances were 
such as to commend the methods of a school 
that has been in operation 10 weeks. They 
ought to have learned to do better in 10 hours. 

Four of the young women who appeared yes- 
terday deserve kindly mention, under the gir- 
cumstances, for work that was good eneugh for 
mere beginners, The publie is invited to at- 
tend these exhibitions, to wateh the progress 
of Mr. Boucicault’s pupils, and to pay for the 
privilege of doing so. The public therefore has 
aright to expect that the possible good results 
of the training school will not be destreyed by 
Overpraise of the pupils. If Miss Nannette 
Cemstock, Miss Cora Deane, and Miss Nannie 
Craddock were atill amateurs it would 
be folly to waste oriticism upon _ their 
efforts, and the praises of their enthu- 
siastic friends would be allowed to go 
unchallenged. As a matter of. fact, Miss 
Comstock is acomely girl with an expressive 
faee; Miss Deane understands the meaning of 
Constance’s scene of frenzy, and has learned 
how to deliver the verse intelligently, but with- 
out even suggesting the theatrical possibilities 
of the passage.

METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 
Beethoven’s ‘“‘ Fidelio” was presented at 

tho Metropolitan Opera House before a remark 
ably large and brilliant audience last evening. 
The original annourcement for the evening was 
Mozart’s ‘‘Don Giovanni,” but it was found im- 
possible to prepare that and “L’Africaine” in 
one week, and consequently Beethoven's one 
opera was given. The production of a great 
master, working in an uncongenial field, in 
spite of the fact that its classical severity and 


the Doric simplicity of its solid orchestration 
are vastly different frem the highly-colored 
works of more recent writers, maintains its 
hold on the public esteem. ‘This is, no 
doubt, largely due to the nature of the subject, 
for the illustration of the faithful and beroic de- 
votion always awakens an answering chord in 
the human breast even in these days of fashion- 
able indifference, Last evening’s performance 
was in most respects commendable, Frau 
Moran-Olden has no small reputation in Ger- 
many for her Leenora. Her treatment of this 
noble character proved to be replete with sin- 
cerity, pathetic earnestness, and genuine 
dramatic force. The faults of the lady’s voeal- 
ization have been heretofore noted. The chief 
She usually 
begins somewhat below or above the note aimed 
at, and reaches it by the employment of the por- 
tamento.

SBOWMAN BARNUM WILL BUILD HIM 
A NEW HOUSE. 
BRIDGEPORT, Dec. 5.—*‘ Waldermere, the 
famous Bridgeport residence of P, T. Barnum, 
the showman, has been sold and is to be con- 
verted into a Summer hotel. It will be remem- 
bered that Mr. Barnum, some years ago, 
presented te the city ef Bridgeport a 
large traet of land immediately im front 
of his estate and bordering on 
Long jJeland Sound, which was to be 


used, and is used fer park purposes. This 
ground is now known as Seaside Park. Walde- 
mere, Mr. Barnum’s residence, stands om an 
eminence in the rear of the park. It is a 
beautiful structure, though built of wood, and 
is one of the few objects which has been pointed 
out to visitors as an object of local pride. 

It occurred to a speculative person that if 
Wajdemere could be purchased it would make a 
much better hotel than a newly-built one. He 
broached the subject to Mr. Barnum. Much to 
his surprise the showman looked with favor 
upon his scheme, and the result was the sale of 
a sito just on the border of Seaside Park, ana 
Mr. Barnum sold him Waldemere aud agreed to 
move the building upon the new sile as soon 
after January as possible. Waidemere is now 
raised upen jackscrews, and to-day will start 
its journey to ita new location. 

Mr. Barnum is not going to give up his heme 
however. On the site of ‘“Waldemere” is te be 
erected an elegant brick and granite house, in 
whch he will pass his declining years. ‘The 
foundations are being laid and the time is not 
far distant when Mr. Barnum will have a resi- 
dence beside which ‘‘ Waldemere”’ was a cottage. 

Work upon ‘* Waidemere” was begun in Octo- 
ber, 1868, after Mr. Barnum had added to what 
was known as the Mallett Farm, adjoining Sea- 
side Park, in Bridgepert, by purchasing a large 
grove that was adjacent to 1t. In his account 
of how the place was built, Mr. Barnum says 
that he planned a house which should combine 
convenience with comfort, and with such speed 
was the work pushed that within eight 
months the house was occupied. ‘* Waldemere ” 

stands close to the Sound shore. The house is 
two stories in height, with a high roof rich in 
gables. <A tower rises above the main entrance, 
and around most of the lower story runs a wide 
veranda. An English writer ence described it as 
“aqaurious but pleasant mélange ef Gothic, 
Italian, and French architecture and decora- 
tion.” Its rooms and halls, he found, were 
spacious, and many of the former were 
known by the names of famous people who had, 
at one time or another, occupied them. There 
was a ‘Greeley room,” and two others were 
named for the asjster poetesses, Alice and 
Phoebe Carey. Mr. Barnum’s own study, or 
‘“‘workshop,” was a big, octagonal room, fin- 
ished in cherry, birch, and maple. 

The heuse was not more remarkable than the 
grounds which surrounded it. What had been 
almost a waste was converted into a park, 
while the house was being built. Drives were 
laid out and great pumbers of full-grown 
trees were transplanted to beautify the 
grounds. The stables andi gardens were 
placed far from the house, so that lawns sur- 
rounded it on all sides. To do all this ina com- 
paratively shorc time was no light task. “It 
required 4 regiment of faithful laborers and me- 
chanics and a very considerable expenditure of 
eer Mr. Barnum contented himself with 
Saying. 


TO VINDIOATE HIM SELF. 





THE REV. FRED BELL WILL TELL 
HISTORY OF HIS LIFE, 

CotumBsvtes, Ohio, Dec. 5.—The record of 
the Rev. Fred Bell, known as the “singing 
evangelist,” Pastor of the Central Christian 
Church in this city, has been fully ventilated 
since Mr. Bell sued for a diverce from his wife, 
now at home in England. Mr. Bell was called 
upon this evening by a reporter and shown a 
dispatch from Lima, Ohio, to the effect that he 
had been expelled from the Primitive Meth- 
odist Church in Brooklyn. He denied the truth- 
fulness of the charge and denounced it as a lie. 
The alleged expulsion, he said, oeourred 15 
years ago, and he was not given a trial—at least 
none at which he was ailowed to be present. 
Said Mr. Bell: “‘Itis true that I nave had a 
checkered career, but since my conversion, 
seven years ago, I have not been guilty ofa 
single immoral act.” He said that the history 
of his life, written by his wife, showed the 
falsity of the charge. The reports that have 
gained wide cireulation of alleged escapades of 
the Pastor have very naturally created a great 
sensation not only in his own ehurch, but in all 
ether deneminations. Mr. Bell proposed that 
the matter be now settled at once and for all 
time. A meeting of his congregation was held 
to-night for the purpose of taking some action. 
Mr. Bell appeared before them and made a 
clear statement of the case, emphatically deny- 
ing that he had done a wicked or immoral act 
since his conversion. He asked that action be 
suspended until he had given a full history of 
his life. 

Thursday and Friday nights Mr. Bell will de- 
liver lectures on his life. The first evening he 
will tell his life from birth to his conversion, 
and on the second evening he will speak of his 
life from that time tethe preseat, giving all 
the facts in which the public would be inter- 
ested. The congregation signified its con- 
fidence in Mr. Bell, and aetion for the present 
is suspended, The church will, however, insist 
that the Pastor withdraw his action for divorce 
against his wife, as the ehureh rules are very 
stringent in this respect.

LECTURE BEFORE THE STUDENTS OF 
THE NEW-YORK COLLEGE OF MUSIC. 
At the New-York College of Music yester- 

day afternoon W. J. Henderson delivered his 

second lecture on musical history before an 
audience composed of the students of the insti- 


| tution and a number of their friends, The sub- 


ject of the discourse was ‘‘The Modern Orches- 
tra and Its Music.” The lecturer began by de- 
scribing the development of tne various instru- 
ments used in the modern orchestra and giving 
an account of their early use. He then took up 
the development of special instrumental forms 
of music, beginning with the toccatas of Clau- 
dio Merulo, published in 1598. He gave an ac- 
count of the growth of the sonata form, begin- 
ning with the earliest attempts at consecutive 
movements. The construction of the suite, of 
the overtures of A. Scarlatti and Lulli, the 
chureh and ehamber sonatas of Corelli, and the 
sonatas of D. Scarlatti was explained, and 
some account was given of the sonatas and 
Symphonies of Emmanuel Bach. 

The lecturer next took up the quartets and 
symphonies of Haydn, giving a detailed expo- 
sition ef the differences between their con- 
struction and that of their forerunners, and 
showing how Haydn established the modern 
sonata form. He next proceeded te show how 
Mozart infused into the new form a deeper 
resthetic quality than it had previously pos- 
sessed, and how he developed the art of tone- 
coloring. Beethoven was the last greatsymphon- 
ist, and after giving a full account of thespecial 
features of his great works, the lecturer treated 
of him in relation te his successors, Thespeaker 
hela tnat Beethoven was as truly the father of 
the romantic school in music as he was the 
founder of the classical. In speaking of 
his own pastoral’ symphony as ‘more 
an expression of smotion than portraiture” 
Beetheven had set forth the true spirit 
of the romantic school. ‘The distinctive qual- 
ity of the music of this school,” said the leet- 
urer, “is its subjectivity. It produces intro- 
speetive music. It looks into the soul, and un- 
dertakes not exaetly to picture what passes 
there, but to produce in the hearer a similar 
train ef emotions. In the demain of absolute 
music the romantie achool seeks to build an in- 
visible bond between the soul of the composer 
and that ef the hearer, so that both shall expe- 
rience the samecmotions. in opera the prin- 
ciple is the same, but the application different. 
The composer here seeks to place the hearer 
under the spell of the emetions of his charac- 
ters, not of himself.” The lecturer endeavored 
to show how Beethoven had been the first to 
apply these principles to absolute music and 
how the symphenie field of the future must be 
cultivated in this manner. 





SURER THAN THE ROPE. 


DEMONSTRATION OF CAPITAL PUNISH- 
ISHMENT BY ELECTRICITY. 

On January 1, 1889, the law requiring 
electrical executions goes into effect, but until 
yesterday the amount and character of current 
required to make death eertain and instantane- 
ous had not beendetermined. The experiments 
upon dogs made last Summer by Harold P. 
Brown, the electrical engineer, were criticized 
because the weight of the animals killed was 
less than that of aman, and it was supposed 
that more current would be required to kill a 
human being on that account. Yesterday after- 
noon Mr. Brown was given an opportunity to 
make a demonstration before Elbridge T. Gerry, 
author of the electrical execution law, and the 
committee appointed by the Medico-Legal 
Society to report on the best means of putting 
the law into effect. 

The experiments were made at Mr. Edison’s 
laboratory at Orange, and the first victim was a 
calf weighing 124145 pounds. The calf was cut 
on the forward and on the spine behind 
the forehead, and sponge-covered plates, 
moistened in a solution of sulphate of zine, 
were fastened in place. The resistance of the 
animal was 3,200 ohms. An alternating current 
of 700 volts was applied for 30 seconds and the 
animal was killed instantly. It was at once 
dissected by Drs. Ingram and Bleyer, but the 
brain, heart, and lungs were found to be in 
nermal condition, and the meat was pronounced 
fit for food. One metal plate carrying the cur- 
rent touched the hair of the forehead and slight- 
ly burned it, but otherwise there were no ex- 
ternal indications of injury. 

The second calf weighed 145 peunds, and had 
a resistance of 1,300 ohms. The deadly alter- 
nating current at 700 volts pressure was ap- 
plied for five seconds and produced instant 
death. To settle permanently the weight ques- 
tion, a horse weighing 1,230 pounds was next 
killed by passing the alternating current at 700 
volts from one fore legto the other. The re- 
sistance of this animal was 11,000 ohms. 

Mr. Brown was assisted by Dr. A. E. Kennel- 
ly, and there were present Thomas A. Edison, 
Prof. R. Ogden Doremus, Prof. Charles A. Dore- 
mus, Dr. Frederick Peterson, Dr. Frank H. 
Ingram, Elbridge T. Gerry, Mr. Galvin, Dr. J. 
M. Bloyer, M. Bourgouon, and John Murray 
Mitchell. 

The experiments proved the alternating cur- 
rent to be the most deadly force known to 
science, and that less than half the pressure 
used in this city for electric lighting by this sys- 
tem is sufficient to cause instant death, 

After Jan. 1 the alternating current will un- 
deubtedly drive the hangmen out of business in 
this State. ' 





WHOLBSALE ELECTION FRAUDS. 
Kansas Ciry, Mo., Dec. 5.—For two 
weeks past a committee of leading Republieans 
of this city has been holding seeret meetings 
for the purpose of investigating reports con- 
cerning wholesale frauds in the recent election. 


At the same time Democrats have been active 
in prosecuting Republicans for ualleged illegal 
registration, and to-day a Republican named 
Quinby was senteneéed te a term ef two years iu 
the penitentiary. Judge MeCrary of this city, 
Secretary of War under Hayes, is at the head of 
the Republican investigating eommittee, and 
announces that be has evidence at hand in fully 
125 cases of criminal acts connected with 
the eleetion. [tis claimed that the evidence is 
autticient to send atleast a dozen Democrats, 
including members of the County Ventral Com- 
mittee, tothe penitentiary. In one preciact 110 
illegal voters were brought up and voted in a 
solid body. The committee claims that ever 
3,000 colonized voters from Kansas were 
eounted in. 

The announcement has created a great sensa- 
tion, and if the statements of the committee are 
true Bullene, the Kepubdliean candidate for Con- 
gross, Will take the place of Sargney, the Demo- 
cratic candidate, who was declared elected. 
One affidavit alleges that a leading Deniocratic 
offieial was ceunted in under a threat that he 
would expose the whele scheme unless the re- 
sult unfavorable to him was made to appear 
differently.

HAYTI AND THIS COUNTRY | 


LEGITIMA’S REPRESENTATIVE 
FORGETS HIMSELF. 
UNITED STATES MEN-OF-WAR READY 
TO PROCEED TO THE SCENE OF 

ACTION—HAYTI MUST PAY UP. 

Dr. Contrereas, who was sent here from 
flayti by Gen. Légitime to wateh Gen. Manigat, 
said yesterday that if he had been in Hayti at 
the time of the seizure of the Haytian Republic 


he would have tried to take Capt. Compten off | 


the boat and have him tried before a criminal 
court that would probably have couvictea and 
shot him. That, Dr. Contrereas said, was inter- 
national law in such cases. When asked 
whether he knew it to have been the practice of 
the United States Government during the war 
or of other Governments to shoot Captains of 
vessels that were caught in running a genuine 
blockade, Dr, Contrereas replied that the Haytian 
Republic was carrying both ammunition and 
soldiers for the insurgents. 

It was the general opinion of shipping mer- 
chants that the United States oucht tosend a 
man-of-war to Haytito back up ita demand for 
the release of the Haytian Republis, lest the 
Légitime Government might refuse to give her 


up, because it is believed that Gen. Légitime 
fears thatif he should give up the vessel he 
weuld lese prestige and his Government be 
overthrown. Another reason was that these 
ephemeral factional Goverments are generally 
more imperious and unreasonable than great 
powers. and wili do juatice only when con- 
fronted by a display of force. 

Messrs. Lord & Austin did not receive any 
pews during the day, and both Minister Preston 
and Consa!-General Bassett declined to make any 
comments upon the decision of the State Depart- 
ment. 

Mr. Clyde of the Clyde Line of steamers said 
that the President's ovinion respecting the war 
in Hayti and the decision ef the State Depart- 
ment were very opportune. Had the United 
States Government taken the same view some 
time agoa great deal of trouble would have 
been avoided. 

The flagship Galena, Capt. Sumner in com- 
mand, was moored to the Cob Dock at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard yesterday with all her en- 
gines operating under a full head of steam, and 
the report spread that the vessel had been 
ordered to Huyti. Capt. Sumner knew nothing 
of such an order, and Admiral Gherardi said he 
had reesived no such instructions from Wash- 
lIngten. He thought they might possibly be sent 
direct to Admiral Luce, commandant of the 
North Atlantic squadron. Later in the evening 
Capt. Sumner said that Admiral Luce bad come 
aboard the Galena, but had said nothing about 
any erders having been given to sail fer Hayti. 

In view of the possible need of vessels for im- 
mediate service Admiral Gherardi yesterday 
ordered the Yantic, Chicuge, Elana, and Rich- 
mend placed in ship-shape condition and noti- 
tied their respective commanders to be ready to 
sail at a moment’s notice. The vessels need 
only small stores and ammunition, the former 
of which were taken aboard yesterday. The 
latter will be shipped at Ellis Island when the 
orders to sail are received. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 5.—While there is 
reason to believe that this Government has de- 
manded the release of the steamer Haytian Re- 
public, recently seized at Port au, Prince, it 18 
jmpossible as yetto obtain official information 
to that effect. Secretary Bayard declines to 
gay anything whatever on the aubject, and 
when Assistant Secretary Rives was asked if a 
demand for the release had been made, he an- 
swered: ‘‘ [am not at liberty to say.’’ 

Secretary Whitney, when spoken te on the 

subject, said: ‘*Itis a diplomatie question en- 
tirely, and I would not know anything about it 
unless the Secretary of State requested the use 
of a navai vessel. In case ademand was made 
for the release of the vessel in question and 1t 
was refused we would at once taxe steps tv en- 
force it by sending our vessels to that country. 
The case cannot have reached that point yet, as 
we have not been asked to send any vessels to 
Hayti. Some of our vessels may go there; but, 
s0 far, no orders have been issued On the sub- 
ject.” 
: Commodore Walker, chief of the Navigation 
Bureau, when asked what vessels could be sent 
on that service, said that the Galena, Yantic, 
and Richmond, now at New-York, could be 
made ready for sea in about two weeks, and the 
Ossippee, at Norfolk, in about four weeks. In 
case only one vessel was needed, he said, the 
Galena, flying the flag of Rear-Admirai Luce, 
would probably he selected. 

Mr. Alex Porter Morse of Washington, who 
Was appointed Arbitrator by the Governmeuts 
of the United States and Hayti to decide upon 
the claim of the representatives ef Charles 
Adrian Van Bokkelen, deceased, for damages 
tor his illegal imprisonment in 1884 and 1885 
at Port au Prince has filed in the Department 
of State and in the Haytian Legation an opin- 
jon and award in favor of the claimants for 
$60,000. By the terms of the protocol the 
award is to be paid within @ year.

REVISING THE EXOISE LAW. 

The Commissioners appointed by the 
Legislature to revise the excise law met yes- 
terday morning at their offices in the Bible 
House.

It was decided that hereafter 
meetings should be heid every day until the 
work of the commission ia finished. , 

A number of letters were read frem people 
asking for a hearing before the commission, but 
these petitions were denied on the ground that 
enough time had already been given to public 
audiences. 

Commissioner Thoman proposed that when 
the commission submitted its pill it should also 
submit with it extracts from the testimony that 
bad been giveu beforeit. Dr. Cresby opposed 
this preposition on the ground that such a 
courses would only result in public clamor, 
without achieving any good. Mr. Thoman’s 
proposition was net agreed to. 

The commission then appointed two sub-com- 
mittees, ene to draft the bill and the other to 
draft the report that must accompany the bill 
when itis submitted to the Legislature. The 
tirst committee is composed of Messrs, Rollins, 
O’Brien, and Kruse; the second of Messrs. 
Thoman and Cresby. 

The cemmission then preceeded to consider 
the bill section by section. Commissioner Smart 
inade @ motion that the meeting be held with 
closed doors, but Dr. Crosby opposed it, and the 
opposition was sustained, 

Lhe next meeting will be held at 10:30 
o'clock this morning.

ARGUING THAT IT CANNOT 

CONTROL PRICES. 

The counsel for the defense in the suit of 
the Peeple against the North River Sugar Re- 
fining Company, to secure a forfeiture of its 
charter for combining in the Sugar Refineries

country, coneluded their arguments in the 8u- 
preme Court, before Judge Barrett, yesterday 
merning. James ©. Carter continued his ad- 
dress on behalf of the company. He declared 
that 1t could not be assumed that the object of 


| the combination was te raise prices beyond a 


point to which they would otherwise go. It 


| was to be used solely for the benefit of the mem- 


bers of the association and was not intended to 
affect the public in any particular. The eom- 
pany was kot seeking to corner the market and 
it could not do so, should it try. 

Mr. Carter then spoke of monopoly and traced 
ita history, displaying a considerable ameunt of 
philological knowledge, and interesting the au- 
dience in the court room to such a degree that 
the noon hour passed unmarked. He asserted 
that monopoly meant the sole power to buy, 
sell, or manufacture, and that the sugar compa- 
ny which he represented certainly did not exer- 
cise that power. The speaker cited the Stand- 
ard Oil Company as an admirable example of 
this monopolistic power. Judge Barrett asked 
Mr. Carter if the Board of Directors of the Sugar 
Trust could not fix the price of sugar. The law- 
yer said that they could not do so, even if they 
wished to do so, but that no rule which they 
could pass would in any way bind the corpora- 
tions. “The power,” he added, ‘exists for them 
to tix a price if itis for their interests to do so, 
but no maneéan get an advantage which an- 
other man has not got.” 

Judge Barrett asked if that did not fix the 
price of sugar, bus Mr. Carter said he thought 
net. Each corporation must participate in the 
profits and losses. ‘I von’t suppose,” con- 
tinued the court, “the mere object ef the board 
is te secure the protits and divide them. They 
have, no doubt, an ¢xeeutive purpose.” 

“No, Sir,” responded the counsel. ‘The main 
purpose is that.” 

‘But the law insists that combinations to 
advance the price of articies are iliegal.” Mr. 
Carter answered this by declaring that if a 
monopoly was possibile, not otherwise. A con- 
spiracy to increase the price of a necessary of 
life was impossible, he thought. 

After Gen. Pryor, ter the people, had declared 
the statement that the Attorney-General had 
been urged to bring the suit against the com- 
pany by a powerful political organization was 
entirely untrue, Judge RKarrett gave counsel 
until Dec. 22 to subimi: their briefs.

TESTIMONY BEFORE THE ELEVATED 
RAILROAD COMMISSION. 

The commission in elevated railroad con- 
demnation proceedings devoted three hours 
yesterday to the taxing of testimony on behalf 
of the corporation as against that offered con- 
cerning the Renwiek claim at Tnhird-avenue 
and Seventy-sixth-street. The whole line of 
proof was objected to by Lawyer Peckham of 
counsel for the petitioner, because the. facts 
pertained to property on the avenue other than 
that owned by the claimant. The objections 
Were almest invariably overruled by the Com- 
nissiovers. 

A Mrs. Kirby was the most interesting wit- 
ness. She was formerly a Mra. McCabe, and her 
husband by that nume leased the property at 
1,331 Third-avenue. Mr. McCabe used the 
piace as a saloon and residence from 1876 until 
1884. The corner building and four adjoining 
pieces of property are owned by Bernard Sax- 
ton, who has tive suits for damages pending 
against the elevated railroad company. Coun- 
sel for the corporation explained that he desired 
to show by Mrs. Kirby that the property her 
first husband owned had increased in value 
since the operation of the elevated railroad, 

Counsel for Bernard Saxton interrupted the 
proceedings to state that his clieut and son had 
been sulpcenaed to appear before the Commis- 
sieners under a threat that ‘*‘ Now we have got 
yeu where we want you and will make it uot tor 
you,”’ or words to that effect. Counsel for the 
corporation declared that it was without au- 
thority and prowised te investigate the allega- 
tion. Mrs. sirby testified, substantially, that 
her husband’s business improved wonderfully 
after the elevated railroad station was finished 
and she never was incenvenienced by dust or 
cinders. Lyman G. Bloomingdale, of Blooming- 
dale Brothers, Third-avenue and Fifty-ninth- 
street, testified that there had been material de- 
velopment in the business aspect of the avenue 
since the epening of the elevated railroad. Im- 
provement was mere marked above and below 
Fifty-ninth-street. He did not regard the ele- 
vated railroad as a detriment to his business, 
On cress-examination the witness said that he 
did not think his customers of means would se- 
lect residences along Third-avenue. Hé6 did not 
live on Third-avenue. 

Mr. Saxten had brought bis books and leases 
and freely offered them fur inspection.

JAMES D. FISH’S PROPERTY. 

The latest development in the Grant and 
Ward case is a story that the Court of Appeals 
had dismissed the appeal of James D, Fish 
from an order empowering Recviver Julien 
Davies to realize on any property that could be 
found in Fish’s possession for the benefit of 
creditors. Inquiries among the eounsel show 
that there has been no change in the creditors’ 
prospects. The report probably gained credence 
from an unimportant decision rendered by the 
Court of Appeais on Tuesday.

Mayor Hewitt could do nothing 
for him, but sent him to the District Attorney.

A VETERAN ARTIST'S SHARP RETORT 
UPON VERESTCHAGIN’S ORITICISMS. 
Verastchagin’s blunt comments on the 

lack of art in America have provoked a strong 

feeling of resentment among the artists whose 
pictures habitually hang at the exhibitions of 
the National Academy of Design. 


artists at the Cooper Union school before he 
established his own studio, and who is a recog- 
nized authority on the history and accomplish- 
ments of American art, is among the feremost 
in criticising the Russian. 

“My prime objection to the man,” ho said, 
yesterday, ‘‘is that he wantonly insults a peo- 


ple who are treating him quite as well as he de- 
serves to be treated as an artist. When he 
jilustrates the American lack of art sense by 
describing an American abroad as @ person who 
will enter a gallery, inquire its price in buik 


after a few minutes’ inspection, and, with a | 


wave of the arm and acommand to ‘ship It,’ 
move off to see something new, he tries te be 
funny at the expense of truth. When he says 
we have no artists he ignores men tov whom the 
world has paid tribute. What finer historical 
paintings are there than those at Washington in 


the Capitol and at the White House, notably | 


the painting of ‘Washington Crossing the Dela- 
ware?’ No finer genre picture was ever painted 
than Eastman Johnson’s ‘Applying for a Pen- 
sion,’ representing a country Justice at his desk, 
his family in the room with him, an old man by 
the Justice’s side, and the old man’s son, & 
maimed soldier, standing with his crutch in 
tront of the desk. The old man’s expression 
says, as plainly as could words, ‘Now, mv son, 
teli the Justice all abeut how it happened,’ 
and the attentive Justice, the eager soldier, the 
Justice’s wife at her knitting, her children at 
play, and the homely, substantial interior, are 
perfectly depicted. We have had painters of 
a8 good portraits as were ever produced in Eu- 
rope, and Bierstadt, De Haas, Hunt, and an 
array of painters of native subjects who would 
be eminent in art anywhere. 

“Now, what of the Russian? That he can 
paint faces and figures ts shown In some of his 
sinaller examples. When he tries to cover a 
large canvas, he ceases to be artistic. With 
the exception of bis tent hospital scene, not one 
of is large pictures has the tnerit of intelligent 
composition, and his hospital picture is sicken- 
ing Hecannot idealize a subject, but he de- 
baveg it. Even religion, which calls for at least 
respectful treatment, is degraded by him. 
Looking only at his large pictures, one might 
suppose him afraid to try to paint the human 
face, forthe figures he introduces show only 
their backs, and he puts them over in one eor- 
ner of the picture, looking as though they 
would give anythingif they could escape detec- 
tion. His commandérs sit ea vamp-stools to 
watch a battle. He dethrones artin order to 
assert profanism and sacrilege. The things of 
which he is most boastful are the things that 
true art condemns. 

* Perhaps there is no help forit. Americans 
seem to enjoy hearing themselves ridiculed 
sometimes by a man whose name sounds large, 
and artists have good-naturedly endured many 
unjust aspersions. They think that this man, 
however, goes toofar. If his work, the major- 
ity of which a house painter could de, is to 
pass as art, Most of us are out of our sphere. 
What artists may do about it cannot be fore- 
told, but if he shall escape public eriticism asa 
sensationalist at their hands it will be because 
the public will already have passed that ver- 
dict upon him.” 





IGNORING HIS SON, 


A FATHER WILIS HIS MONEY TO HIS 
NEPHEW. 

A contest is in progress before Referee 
Underhill in the Surrogate’s Ceurt over the pro- 
bate of the will of Edward D, Phyfe, who died 
at the age of 82 years in August, 1887. About 
a year before that he made a will ignering his 
minor son and leaving all he had to his nephew, 
Duncan Phyfe. The old man had enjoyed, since 
1879, an annuity of $1,500 per year under the 
will of his wife, who died in 1879. His son was 
the legatee of the mother’s estate, subject to the 
annuity to the father. 

The old man appears to have been miserly 
and to have saved between $8,000 and ‘$9,000 
out of $12,000 in annuities in eight years. When 
the mother died the son went to live with her 
father, and afterward with her sister, out of the 
city. The contestants say that old Mr. Phyfe 
was unfit to take care of the child, having suf- 
fered during the closing years of his life with 
seftening of the brain. The nephew took ad- 
vantage of this infirm mental condition, itis 
contended, te wi the old man’s affections by 
candy and cigars, thus finally influencing him 
to make awill wholly in the nephew’s favor. 
The proponents, on the other hand, say that the 
annuities proceeded from an anti-nuptial gift to 
tne wife by the old man, and that after her 
death her relatives purposely estranged the 
child from him. 

A physician who attended him about the time 
he made the will has testitied that he then 
seemed to be mentally seund. The,pecullarity 
of the will is that itignores the sen as if he did 
not exist. Mr. Phyfe’s advisers did not even 
think it worth while for him to express the opin- 
jon that the son was already sufficiently pro- 
videa for under the wife's will. Edward W. 
Sheldon appears for the son and Gustavus Bay- 
lies for the nephow. 

A LOAN IN LITIGATION. 

The case of William S. Williams against 
the United States Trust Company, in which 
John R. Dos Passos and Noah Davis were the 


counsel for the plaintiff, and Joseph H. Choate 


and W. A. W. Stewart for the company, and 
which has been on trial fer several days in the 
Supreme Court, has been decided by the court 
allowing a judgment for the defendants for 
$2,567 40, and dismissiig the complaint. Mr. 
Williams borrowed $300,008 March 1, 1884, 
from the trust eompany and gave for it his 
promissory note secured by $400,000 of the first 
mortgage bonds of the Louisville and Nashville 
Railway Company, of the New-Orleans 
and Mobile Division. Aug. 5, 1884, the 
trust compary, on account ot the 
depreciation of the bonds, demanded other 
property and, failing to get it, required the pay- 
ment of the note. Mr. Williams not acceding to 
this, the company sold the bonds for $284,105. 
The company asserted that Mr. Williams atill 
owed it $20;307 92. Mr. Williams claimed that 
the company unnecessarily sold the bonds at a 
sacrifice, and that it still owed him $105.000. 
Mr. Dos Passos in referring to the agreement 
in his summing up, éalled it a cut-throat agree- 
ment.

WORTHLESS TO THE THIEF. 

About as foolish a haul as the ubiquitous 
thief ever makes was made from the rubber and 
leather belting and hose salesroom of W. M. 
Sehwenker, 105 John-street, Tuesday night. 
Six rolls of leather belting, measuring about 
3,000 feet, and 6, 5, 4, 412, 3, and 25 inches 
wide, respectively, valued at about $500, were 


taken. Mr. Schwenker said it must have been 
done just about closing time, when, the em- 
ployes having gone home, the store was tem- 
porarily without a watchman. The office is on 
the second floor and ia reached by a stairway 
frem the rear. The theft ceuld only have been 
accomplished by the aid of atruek or express 
Wagon, and Mr. Schwenker thinks that 
some one of the many express men 
who are familiar with their atore eustoms 
must have been in waiting for the opportunity 
that came last night.

On 
the belting is stamped, every 10 feet or so, with 
a steel die, the words ‘‘Manufactuared for Will- 
jam M. Schwenker, New-York.” With this 
ineffaceable mark upon it, the thief would incur 
almest certain discovery should he attempt to 
dispose of his plunder. Since his loss Mr. 


Schwenker has made provision against any sim- 
ilar occurrence.

BUITER GETTING CHEAPER, 


NO REAL SCARCITY TO EXCUSE THE 
RECENT HIGH PRICES 

The recent butter boom was the result of 
attempts toraise prices on an artificial basis, 
and now those dealers who bought at the high 
prices which have prevailed fer two weeks past 
realize that to follow a shadow means to stum- 
ble over a snag, except for the select few who 
sre fortunate enough to be in the ring. 

Late in November the boom began. Choice 
Western creamery was then selling at the nom- 
inal figures of 30and 32veents. Reports came 
in that Western dealers were buying in 
such large quantities as to create a scarcl- 
ty in Eastern markets. The reported scarci- 
ty produced a scare. Western creamery 
went up steadily, and on Monday last was 
quoted at 40 cents. Then the truth came to 
Nght; it was learned that the scarcity did not 
exist, except in the minds of those who had 
been beguiled by sharp manwuvres of the big 
butterine men, and the price is now going back 
to its level. Western creamery yesterday sold 
for 35 cents, and this is the standard grade by 
which tke prices on other grades are in a great 
degree fixed. 

Housekeevers, of ceurse, felt the effects of 
the boom. The retailers took advantage of the 
high market prices, and butter for the table, 
usually selling for 35 cents, was sold for 40 
cents and 42 cents. Many were justified in do- 
ing 1t. for, having but a small stock, they were 
forced to buy at the prevaiiing high prices, and 
itis arule of the trade to make 5 cents a pound 
en butter. Now that the market prices have 
fallen the whelesalers aud retailers must fol- 
lew, and consumers will be able to butter their 
bread with the customary lavish hand. The big 
Gealers say that according to all reports the 
country is abundantly supplied with butter, avd 
low prices may be expected throughout the 
Winter. 





MAKING AN ASSIGNMENT VOID. 

Judge Bookstaver, in the Court of Common 
Pieas, yesterday, handed down a decision which 
affects a number of assignments made since 
July 1, and which may involve many millions 
of dollars. The State Legislature, May 15, 
amended the Assignment act by an enactment 
requiring a statement in the assignment of 
debtors of their residences, the kind ef business 
carried on by tuem, as wellas the piace. Among 
other assignments after the passage of the 
amendment which did net contain these facts 
were those of Seligman, May & Co., and Seligman 
Brothers & Co., the first comprising an estate of 
$500,000, aud the latter $250,000. Frederick 
Vietor & Achelis brought suit to set aside the 
assigument of the first firm as invalid because 
ofa non-compliance with the statute in question. 
Dewurrers were interposed, and Oct. 30 Judge 
Andrews of the Supreme Court sustained the 
demurrers and dismissed the complaint. 

A similar suit was begun in the Common Pleas 
to set aside Seligman Brothers & Co.’s assign- 
menton similar grounds. Demurrers were again 
interposed and briefs submitted, holding that 
the statute was only directory and might be 
complied with afterward ar well as at the 
time of making the assignment. Judge Book- 
staver decisively overrules each of the points 
made, and holds that the eomplaint is good, thus 
invalidating the assignment. 





SALE OF BANK STOCK AND BONDS. 
Two shares of stock in the Chemical Na- 
tional Bank were sold at auction on the Real 
Estate Exchange yesterday, and realized the 
very handsome figure of $4,007 apiece. The 
shares were of a par value of $100. The quota- 
tion is one of the highest, if not the very bigh- 
est, ever made for even this famous bank stock. 
Among the other securities disposed of were 
bonds of the New-York Elevated Railroad Com- 
pany of the par value of $5,000, paying 7 per 
cent, interest, and due in 1906. These brought 
117144. A lot of $15,000 gold bonas of the 
Metropolitan Elevated Railroad Company, pay- 
ing 6 per cent., and due in 1908, soid sat 115. 
Twenty shares of stock in the Union Ferry 
Jompany, of a par value of $100 each, sold at 
61. One hundred shares of Second-Avenue 
Railroad stoek, of a par value of $100, brought 
97. A number of lots of shares of Standard Oil 
Trust went at from 165 to 1667, 

A collection of lets of stock ia various unlucky 
mining aud oil companies completed the list of 
sales, purchasers paying from $1 to $7 for lots 
that ran as high as 2,000 shares.
